Biographical Bits 


Everyone knows, of course, that 
Benito Mussolini is the dictator of 
Italy and possesses, perhaps, more po- 
litical power thany any other man in 
Europe, but does the average person 
know when and how he gained that 
power? Mussolini’s career is a fine ex- 
ample of how a person born in humble 
circumstances can, through courage 
and perserverance, rise to gain a po- 
sition of authority and power. 

Benito Mussolini, the founder of 
Fascism, was born in 1888 in the vil- 
lage of Dovia, and was the son of a 
blacksmith. From his mother and a 
private teacher he received most of 
his early schooling. At the age of 
twenty he went to Switzerland where 
he earned a meagre livelihood by 
means of various occupations, working 
by turns as a mason, painter, clerk, 
porter, and assistant in a food shpo. 
He continued his studies, however, and 
was awarded a diploma as teacher of 
French at-Lausanne University. 

Because of his activity in founding 
labor unions and his Socialistic views, 
Mussolini was expelled from Switzer- 
land, and sought refuge in Tyrol. 
When he was ordered from that proy- 
ince by the Austrian authorities, he 
returned to Italy, where he became an 
active leader in the Socialist party 
and in 1912, editor of its official organ. 

After the World War started in 
1914 Mussolini broke with his party on 
the issue of pacifism and founded a 
rival paper. In 1915 he joined the 
army as a private, but, proving to be 
as energetic in military as in political 
life, he won the rank of corporal. He 
showed great personal bravery and 
was so seriously wounded in 1917 that 
he spent months in a hospital. 

After the war a wave of communism 
swept the country and this brought, 
Mussolini his great opportunity. In 
1919 at Milan, he organized the first 
Facist group consisting of about 150 
of his followers. The peoples of Italy 
who hated communism, readily joined 
Mussolini’s group, whose purpose was 
to destroy this “ism,” and in three 
years he was the idol of over 4,000,000 
{talians, 


In October 1922, the Black Shirts, a 
group organized by Mussolini marched 
on Rome, occupied the city and in a 
short time had complete control of the 
government with Mussolini as Pre- 
mier. 


The Premier then brought about 
changes in the electorial laws that in- 
sured his continued power, established 
rigorous censorship of the press, and 
prosecuted and drove into exile his 
chief opponents. One by one, Italy lost 
the privileges of a democracy, and at 
the end of three years the country was 
in the iron grip of a dictator who rul- 
ed supreme. 


Although we may not approve of 
Mussolini’s methods, w& must admit 
that he has occomplished some admir- 
able goals. He gave to his country 
economic stability, order, and a meas- 
ure of prosperity. 

Since the time when Mussolini step- 
ped into the shoes of a dictator, he has 
done much which has attracted the 
notice of the world. He tried to revise 
the covenant of the League of Na- 
tions, has opened a drive on capitalism 
and communism, has banned Italy’s 
courts of law, has abolished the Par- 
liament and nationalized the nation’s 
major industries, and conquerred Ethi- 
opia and made it a part of Italy. 

TThese things are, however, famil- 
iar to all of us, and it is not necessary 
to give the details. In a nutshell, Mus- 
solini’s ambition is to see Italy a great 
Mediterranian power, enjoying the 
glory and prestige of the ancient Ro- 
man Empire.

Playing at left half back, Moose 
coaches have probably the most color- 
full boy playing who has been filling 
that position for the Mooseheart 
eleven. Clyde Rhodes, or “Greasy” as 
he is tagged by the local sport editors, 
is the fastest boy that Mooseheart has 
ever had in a football uniform; weigh- 
ing but a scant 140 pounds this boy 
can go with a blinding speed and is 
the ideal scoring threat whenever he 
has the ball.

Never scaling 
over 125 pounds, never tiring, never 
taking a minute out, he started and 
finished every game of last season. 
When a boy weighing only 125 pounds 
can do this, you know that he has got 
what it takes. He can hit the line like 
a shot out of a gun and his tackling is 
the most viscious ever seen in these 
parts.

Bicycle Rules Stated 


Boys Will Watch Over Bikes 
In Shifts During 
Periods 


Due to the increasing number of bi- 
eyeles that will be ridden to North 
Side this fall certain common rules of 
safety should be exercised by all 
riders. If we have full cooperation of 
all, none need worry that his bicycle 
will be in the repair shop or in the 
junk pile. 

The school expects its riders to obey 
the regular traffic laws; stopping at 
red lights, keep to right, ete. The driv- 
er should dismount seventy-five feet 
from the entrance and wheel his bike 
in the door, 


If this rule is obeyed, none need 
worry about walking out the door of 
the bicycle room and colliding with a 
pair of wheels. To protect bicycles at 
rest in the bike room everybody is re- 
quested not to enter at anytime except 
to get their bikes or to leave them. 

No loitering in the bike room will be 
permitted as horns, reflectors, ete., 
sometimes disappear. The rule that 
will cause the most trouble is “Don’t 
ride out on the wrong bicycle.”

jring at a time” when the Constitution 
is more vigorously attacked and de- 
fended thahnvat any time since its ac- 
ceptance by the American people, 


“The attack upon the Constitution 
consists in the main of the argument 
that ‘the Constitution is out of date, 
that it is a dead instrument, that it 
no longer fits the needs of this country 
by reason of new situations which 
have come into being. 

“The burden of proof would seem to 
he upon-those who advance this kind 
of,argumentation, They have need to 
point: out specifically where the Con- 
stitution’s provisions are in cdnflict 
vith modern situations and how that 
conflict may be removed. So far that 
has not been done. 

“No specific amendments haye been 
nroposed to remove such professed 
conflicts between old principles and 
new situations, inclining one to accept 
the conclusions that the Constitution 
is strong enough to stand upon its own 
merits. A document which has served 
so’effectively, one of the greatest gov- 
ernments that Man has ever seen, can 
not be seriously endangered by mere 
ambushing. The Constitution of the

One Hundred And Fifty

And We’re Just Beginning To Live 


Has it ever occurred-to us to wonder how men 
who liver one hundred and fifty years ago could 
compose a document of such lasting importance 
as the Constitution of the United States? Per- 
haps it is because, though styles and customs 
change with the years, human nature itself and 
the basic needs and desires of the people are very 
much the same as they were one hundred and 
fifty years ago. The Constitution as they wrote | 
it has stood the test of time and has met the| 
needs of the people. 

How could they know the needs of the people? 
Many believe that this document was divinely in- 
spired that the men who framed it must have 
been endowed with vision to be able to compose 
a document that could meet so completely the 
needs of the people. There is some foundation 
for this belief of divine guidance. When the 
framers of the Constitution first started their 
work, they could accomplish nothing. The large 
states and the small states were constantly bick- 
ering and debating over the numerous questions 
that came up. Finally Benjamin Franklin sug- 
gested that they open each session by reading a 
chapter from the Bible and prayer. From this 
time on the attitude of the delegates seemed to 
undergo a change, The states consented to com- 
promise and the Constitution began to take} 
shape. 

We hear much said about the Constitution be- 
ing out of date. We need to hesitate and think 
seriously before making changes in a document 
that for one hundred and fifty years has served 
so well the needs of the American people. One of 
the questions we should think about is, “Would 
we be able to find a group of men as loyal and 
devoted to the welfare of our country as were 
the framers of the Constitution?”

HAROLD BAUER 


Once, when Harold Bauer was play- 
ing a piano recital in a mid-western 
high school, one of the heavy screens 
used as scenery tottered periously as 
he struck the opening bars. It swayed 
uncertainly throughout the perform- 
ance, finally toppling over with a 
erash a second after he left the piano. 
Bowing his thanks for the applause 
which greeted his double exhibition 
of pianism and coolness, he remarked 
that “he would always recall with 
pleasure this occasion on which he had 
“brought down the house.” The ability 
to extract humor from a life of serious 
and significant musicianship, coupled 
with his ripe and mellow wisdom, haye 
made this student of men and music 
justly beloved. 

He has always been a student. Born 
in London, he was taught by his 
father to play the violin, with the 
piano as a secondary instrument. His 
transformation into a pianist at the 
age of twenty-five was, he insists, 
pure accident. While he was touring 
in Russia with a singer in the two- 
fold capacity of violin soloist and ac- 
companist at the piano, the death of 
Czar threw the country into mourning. 
Only semi-private performances in 
smiall towns were permitted, and no 
accompanist for Bauer’s violin being 
forthcoming, he had perforce to sub- 
stitute piano pieces on his programs. 
This accident pushed him on the piano 
stool. For some time, in accepting en- 
gagements, he was uncertain which in- 
strument he was expected to play, but 
public demand determined his future. 

In 1900, the massive head, ruddy 
fiace and ruddier hair, and beetling 
red brows of Harold Bauer were intro- 
duced to an American audience in a 
performance of the Brahms piano 
concerto in D minor with the Boston 
Symphony Orchestra. Since then he 
has held a place of increasing honor 
in American musical life. His sympa- 
thetic musicianship is in demand for 
chamber music, teaching, and solo 
work. He has published a number of 
arrangements and editions. And final- 
ly, as president of the Beethoven As- 
sociation of New York, which he 
founded in 1918 to bring together 








music and music lovers, he shines for 
his organizing ability, erudition, and 
the wit of his afterdinner speeches,

Just as Mussolini is dictator of 
Italy, so is Adolf Hitler supreme 
ruler of Germany, and the careers of 
the twain are not altogether unlike. 
Hitler was born in Austria in 1890, 
son of a petty customs official, The 
latter wished his offspring to follow 
in his footsteps, but young Adolf had 
other ideas. He wanted to be an archi- 
tect—and would havee become one if 
the director of the Vienna Art School 
had had a better opinion of his draw- 
ings. But the director’s verdict was so 
unfavorable that young Hitler went 
to work as a laborer in iVenna, 
During the World War he never 
distinguished himself, and if he had 
been killed his name would have been 
merely one of hundreds of thousands 
in the casualty record—possibly mis- 
spelled. j 
Hitler rode to power on an appeal 
to the middle class, the forgotten men 
of Germany, who were looking for a 
new deal which would enable them to 
save their old ideals from the wreck 
of a ruined world. 


The new leader brought color into 
the lives of his followers by appealing 
to Germany’s military traditions; he 
reintroduced the bugle calls and the 
clicking of heels. He promised assist- 
ance to the bankrupt farmer. He talk- 
ed ito the city people about the day 
when life would no longer be a dreary 
round of jobshunting. 

Hitler’s Nazi party grew in power 
and Hitler himself was elevated to the 
chancellorship. Then in August, 1934, 
German’s President Hindenberg died, 
and Hitler became sole dictator of the 
German people. 

Like his colleague in Italy, Adolf 
Hitler has stirred up quite ‘a furore in 
international affairs. Germany has 
quit the League of Nations, mobilized 
a great army and demanded the re- 
turn of her colonies lost at the close 
of the World War. In 1936 Chancellor 
Hitler refortified the Rhineland to the 
alarm of all Europe, and France in 
particular. Then theer is the matter 
of expelling the Jews from Germany, 
and man yother things too numerous 
to be mentioned. 

Hitler has always been a hero wor 
shipper. As a boy his idol was Julius 
Caesar. And as Chancellor of the Ger- 
man Reich, his hero, strangely enough, 
is Benito Mussolini. There are, how- 
ever, contrasts between these two 
men, both in charaater and methods. 

Hitler is a wizard on the speaker’s 
platform, but does not appear to good 
advantage in his office. On the other 
hand, Mussolini at his desk is Musso- 
lini at his best. At an early age I] 
Duce had his training as a fighter and 
a commander of men, but Hitler won 
little distinction in the war. 

The two dictators vary also in their 
means of recreation. Mussolini favors 
strenuous exercises such as swimming, 
flying, and skiing. Adolf Hitler takes 
long hikes with ‘his police dog, His 
rules of living are simple and self- 
denying; a strict vegetarian dict, 
short but deep sleep, and long walks. 

Alcohol and tabaceo are taboo. In 
his earlier years he sipped an occa- 
sional stein of Bavarian beer but dis- 
covering that his mind was clearer 
without alcohol, he became a teeto- 
taler. 

He never eats meat, His breakfast 
consists of a glass of milk and several 
slices of coarse, peasant bread. Green 
and fresh vegetables are plentiful ,in 
the other meals. 

The bachelor chancellor’s one indul- 
gence is dessert. He likes the pastries 
and puddings for which his native 
region is famous. As his attendance 
at the recent Olympic games illustrat- 
ed, he is keenly interested in athletics 
but prefers the role of spectator. 

He admires the sea and relishes 
trips on naval vessels, but he shows no 
interest in aquatic sports. 

For mental relaxation, Hitler en- 
joys music, liking opera in particular. 
He also enjoys movies and Greta Gar- 
bo is one of his favorite artresses, 

So far, Hitler has the support of 
most of Germany’s people, but, will 
his country be as well satisfied with 
him ten years from now as Italy 
seems to be satisfied with Musolini?

North Side this year for the first 
time has passed the fifteen hundred 
mark in the number ‘of students. 
This Tuesday the enrollment totaled 
one thousand five hundred and five, 
while the enrollment for the first days 
last year totaled one thousand four 
hundred and fifty. 

Of the three high schools, South 
Side has the largest attendance, which 
is one thousand eight hundred and 
ninety-five, This is comparatively 
higher than last year. Central comes in 
second with an enrollment of one 
thousand eight hundred and ninety. 
This is an increase of two hundred and 
thirty-seven more than that of last 
year. 

South Side leads in the freshman 
enrollment with a total of three hun- 
dred and fifty-six, while Central and 
North Side tie with two hundred and 
thirty-one. 

Although North Side is as yet the 
smallest school in population, it is 
rapidly increasing in registration. 

None of the schools as yet have a 
complete enrollment. Some families 
have not settled permanently, and 
others fear the prevalence of infan- 
tile paralysis.

United States is the government of 
the United States. Destroy it and the 
government of the United States is 
destroyed. Weaken it and the pro- 
tecting wall between tyranny and 
freedom is likewise weakened. No 
better observance of the sesquicenten- 
nial of the Constitution could be held 
than a re-reading of its provisions by 
all Americans, young or old.” 

Upon this same subject, Mr. Merle 
J. Abbett, superintendent of our pub- 
lic schools, declares: 

“To me, the Constitution is a very 
sacred and binding instrument of gov- 
ernment, It was so suitably prepared 
that it has come down through the 
years as a very effective bulwark of 
national government. I feel like our 
young people should be acquainted not 
only with its provisions and its cov- 
enants, but also its purposes. 

“We cannot prepare a good citizen- 
ship unless we have an objective to- 
ward which we look for a standard of 
excellence. We today enjoy the finest 
conditions in a troubled world that any 
nation is now experiencing. I want 
our schools always to foster and inter- 
pret properly the provisions of this 
instrument as they relate to their 
well-being, their home life, and their 
security, This can be presented and 
portrayed in drama, class, and room 
study, patriotic endeavors, and, in 
fact, in all of our national activities. 
_ “We should emulate the authors and 
its cherished leaders who had the 
vision and foresight and human inter- 
est to draft our Constitution.” 

When asked if the constitution 
would continue to be our -national 
Standard of government, Mr. Abbett 
replied, “It has endured for one hun- 
dred and fifty years,”

Ahh-choo, wheeshooo, and how-ish-you (my specialty) are fa- 
miliar strains which will be heard for some time in the portals of 
North Side. The unfortunate owners of these sneezes are endowed 
with that popular fall ailment, hay fever. Many people know that 


a hay fever sufferer sneezes quite 
often, but as to why, what, and how 
long the victim suffer—that is the 
mystery. ‘ 

First of all, the cause—Have you 
ever noticed those tall weeds growing 
on the banks of the St. Joe River, 
those that are known to botany stu- 
dents as giant ragweed? Well, they’re 
the main cause of it all. The flowers 
of these weeds produce bushels and 
bushels of pollen. On dry hot windy 
days these microscopic pollen grains 
are scattered hundreds of miles 
around. 


So what? Doesn’t everyone breathe 
in this dust? Then why doesn’t every- 
one get hay fever?

Certain people are peculiarly 
sensitive (allergic) to certain foods, 
dust, or pollen, Hay fever people 
are especially sensitive to pollen, 
which would not harm any one else 
at all.

This flankman makes up for his 
lack of weight with his pass snaring 
ability. He is captain of the Ram- 
blers’ basketball team and hails from 
the sunny land of California. 


At the tackle posts we will see Tom 
Blessington and Dave Honeycutt. 
These two lads stand six feet tall and 
weigh 165 and 162 pounds, respective- 
ly. Dave has held his position for 
only two years while Tom has been 
holding his post for three seasons. 
Tom came from the state of Washing- 
ton, but Dave, being a southerner, 
hails from the tobacco fields of North 
Carolina. 


At one guard post we find Jerry 
O’Hanlon who weighs 166 pounds and 
stands five feet eight inches.

More than 4,000 boys and girls have 
been cared for and received instruc- 
tion at Mooseheart since its founding. 
Over 200 of its-graduates are now in 
college or have received degrees. All 
members of the Loyal Order Of 
Moose take unusual pride and satis- 
faction inthe fact that up to now not 
a single one of the boys or girls grad- 
uated at Mooseheart has been com 
victed of a felony. This speaks well 
for the efficiency and effectiveness of 
fraternal service and points the way 
for dealing with the crime problem 
elsewhere. 

All of which has rather a boastful 
sound. It is not intended although it is 
justified, perhaps when one considers 
the world renown of this institution 
to which come nearly 2,000 people 
every year from the educational world 
to study the Mooseheart system of 
child care and training. Children come 
to Mooseheart at ages ranging from 
infancy to fourteen years and are plac- 
ed in cottages and dormitories accord- 
ing to age and sex. They are under 
the supervision of a house mother in 
small groups and are trained to be

Redskins Open 


Against Strong 
Midwest Group 


Ed Boedecker Slated To 
Lead Reds Against Pow- 
erful Moose Ramblers 
At North Gridiron 


Both Schools Te Be Well 
Represented On Field Of 
Battle Tonight

Some four thousand raving football 
fans will be en hand tonight when 
Mooseheart’s mighty Ramblers, mid- 
west gridiron champs for three con- 
secutive years, tee off against North 
Side’s high-aiming Redskins under the 
bright floodlights at the northern 
gridiron. 

Resplendent in the best of flashy 
new pigskin regalia, one of the heav- 
iest Red grid aggregations in years 
will prance out tonight to make their 
1937 bow before local fans. The In- 
dians will use every trick in the bag 
this evening in an effort to crush the 
powerful Ramblers and open the Red 
chart with a victory, for a defeat 
would send North’s chances for an 
unblemished record into discard for 
another twelve months. 

Last of the local schools to begin 
fall training, the Redskins, despite 
their late start, have come along fast 
and will be in the pink of condition 
for tonight's battle. Strangely enough 
those illustrious three i’s, ineligibility, 
injury, and illness, have caused the 
Indians no trouble to speak or write 
of, with minor bruises and summer 
colds being the chief handicaps. 

This season’s squad will be pattern- 
ed differently, due to the fact that Joe 
Shumm, ace halfback who placed on 
three consecutive All-City elevens, 
will be a minus quantity.. The 1936 
Red offensive depended a good deal 
on Shumm’s drives to the extent where 
at times without Shumm the club was 
severely handicapped. 

Now, with two classy ends, Dick 
Fruechtenicht and Bob Horne, to snag 
the flips of Ed Boedecker, the North 
offense may be mostly an aerial one, 
although Boedecker, a capable runner 
on end dashes, and Frank Werling, 
who will alternate at the running half 
place with the former, may turn the 
Redskin ground attack into a literal 
yards gained paradise. 

Werling, an average passer and 
kicker, is undoubtedly the man for 
the mother earth offensive while Boe- 
decker, a beautiful passer and a fairly 
accurate punter, will command the 
Red passing attack. Boedecker and 
Werling weigh in at 155 and 155, re- 
spectively, while Horne and Fruech- 
tenicht tip the scales at 176 and 167, 
with Horne being the lankier of the 
pair, reaching 6 feet, 114 inches. 

The chief fault of Everett Huth, 
promising young fullback, seems to 
be his inexperience which causes him 
to tire early. However, his drive ap- 
proaches the ability of Shumm, and 
after a game or so behind him he may 
prove to be the equal of Joe. 

Senior Norm Pott’s inconsistency 
may cost him a first string backfield 
post, but regardless of whether he 
connects on a first eleven place, he is 
bound to see plenty of action at either 
full or halfback. Potts, as did Huth, 
saw a little action late last fall and 
both seemed fairly well at home on 
the gridiron, Huth scoring against De- 
catur and Potts against Huntington. 

Gay Turner, obviously the steadiest 
back of the entire Red group, will 
handle to the blocking back assign- 
ment for the first string this season 
after alternating last fall with How- 
ard Brown. Turner, awarded a letter 
for his work in 1986, is well equipped 
and experienced for his place and 
should play an important part in back- 
ing up the big Crimson line. 

Hefties Dick Weaver and Tom 
Kemp are slated for initial team 
tackle berths with both boys weigh- 
ing dangerously near the 175 mark, 
with Weaver two pounds over it. 
Weaver and Kemp are letter winners 
from last season and have seen 
enough action to make them two of 
the forward -wall’s most stalwart 
guardians, 

“Georgie Porgie” Golden, 160 pounds 
of heft, has one guard post clinched 
while Larry Johnson, a 162 pounder, 
is fighting off the challenges of Bill 
Altekruse and Tony Leizure, both tall 
boys who lack a little weight, for the 
remaining position. 

Bob Nulf, Hiawatha mentor, is duly 
optimistic despite the fact that he lost 
thirteen lettermen by graduation last 
June, 

Ed Boedecker will probably carry 
the burden of a deceptive Red of- 
fense but he can count on plenty of 
help from Werling, Huth, Potts, and 
Possibly Gunkler and Royer. 

Horne and Fruechtenicht both lack 
aggressiveness and may take plenty 
of punishment from opposing flank- 
men because of this deficit.

RICHARD CROOKS 


Another of your contemporary art- 
ists is Richard Crooks. Although he 
was himself a boy sopnano, beatific 
with his shining black hair and deep 
blue eyes, Richard Crooks does not 
advise children to take up singing 
seriously because, he says, “No child 
can keep from shouting ,and never 
yells at the same pitch as one sings!” 
When he is reminded that his choir- 
master, Sydney Bourne, gave him the 
only formal teaching he ever received, 
and that he sang soprano one Easter 
Sunday, and tenor the next October, 
he laughs away (these contradictions 
by saying, “I was just lucky, that’s 
all!” an dthen he adds proudly, “I 
ean still sing soprano if I want to, I’ll 
have you know!” 

Christened Alexander by his Eng- 
lish parents when he was born in 
Trenton, New Jersey, at the close of 
the nineteenth century, he sought a 
better stage name in the telephone 
book ,and decided upon Richard. At 
fourteen, he suffered the only embar- 
rassment of his serene career, because 
Madame Schumann-Heink kissed him 
before an audience of fourteen thou- 
sand at a festival in Ocean Grove, 
New Jersey. 

Although Wjalter Damrosch gave 
this young man, whom he considered 
his “find,” an excelent start in this 
country by taking him on tour with 
the New York Symphony Orchestra 
as the only soloist for nine successive 
concerts, Crooks great success came 
to him in Europe, where he went, in 
1925, knowing no language but his 
own. Two years later, he was singing 
opera in German at Hamburg and 
Berlin. 

Known in America especially for his 
unexcelled rendering of “The Mes- 
sah,” and other oratorios, he has sung 
with quartets, octets, choral socialties, 
orchestras, even opera, without re- 
hearsal, sometimes even without hav- 
ing seen or heard his fellow artists be- 
fore. “I know my own part,” he ex- 
plains in a completely matter-of-fact 
way, “I attend to my music, I watch 
the conductor. I listen to no other 
voice, no other music. What others do, 
does not disturb me. If I make a mis- 
take, the fault is all mine.”

| Biographical Bits 


Tt is an accepted fact that there are 
three countries in the world today 
which are ruled by dictators—Italy, 
Germany, and Russia. Italy is ruled 
by Mussollini, Germany by Hitler, 
and Russia by Stalin. The later is, 
perhaps the least known of the three, 

Stalin is not the Russian dictator’s 
real name. His real name is Iosif 
Dzhugashvile. Stalin, which comes 
from the Russian word “stal”— 
“steel” is nom de guerie, self adopted 
long before he dreamed of occupying 
the historie Kremlin in Moscow, and 
ruling the destines of the Russian peo- 
ple. Those close to Stalin maintain 
that the name fits him perfectly; he is 
truly cast in steel. 

Joseph Stalin was born in 1879, the 
son of a factory worker. While a stu- 
dent at the theological seminary at 
Tiflis, he joined the Social Democratic 
party and at the age of nineteen, was 
expelled for his radical affiliations. 

After 1901 ,he was a so-called pro- 
fessional revolutionist, and two years 
later was sent to Siberia. Five times 
between the years 1904 and 1917 he 
escaped from exile, only to be rear- 
rested and imprisoned again, Freed 
from a Siberian prison by the Febru- 
ary Revolution of 1917, he took an 
active part in the subsequent up- 
heaval. Following the revolution, he 
edited several Eolshevik newspapers. 

Stalin was a member of the famous 
Committee of Seven, which projected 
and carried through the coup d’ etat 
in November, 1917. One of the other 
six members was Lenin, Today Stalin 
is the only survivor of the original 
seven. Lenin, the founder, is dead and 
the other five have been forced out by 
Stalin, one by one. 

For a time after the Bolsheviki 
came into power, Stalin held a small 
and unimportant position, but worked 
his way up, and in a short time be- 
came general secretary of the party. 

He utilized the opportunities creat- 
ed by this office ‘to gain control, by de- 
grees, over the powerful machine of 
the Dictatorship, until today he is — 
the dictator. 

Stalin’s utter single-mindedness, 
ruthless perseverance and veritable 
genius for political organization 
brought him to the topmost peak of 
individual power in the world today, 
but he has some defects. One of these 
is envy of quicker brains which can 
leap while he must plod and produce 
new ideas beyond his own imagina- 
tion. 

Today Stalin lives in the house oc- 
cupied by Lenin in the last years of 
his life, outside of Moscow. He always 
travels in great state, and is guarded 
constantly by many men. 

A slave-driver where others are con- 
cerned, Stalin is equaly unsparing of 
himself. His work day varies from 
sixten to eighteen hours, spent at the 
offices of the Communist Party. Work- 
ing late into the night, he has no 
leisure for personal life. 

Stalin’s iron will is the magnet 
which attracts followers. He is a poor 
speaker; but, despite this handicap, 
he always succeeds in impressing his 
audience, less through his subject than 
through the manner of his delivery. 

He has been described as ruthless, 
possessed of unlimited tenacity; as a 
man self-sufficient, remote, and iso- 
lated—preferring to keep in the back- 
ground. 

As to the way in which Stalin is 
calling the attention of the world to 
Russia, all too often have we read 
and heard of great numbers of so- 
called enemies to the Soviet being ex- 
ecuted outright. And even now, it 
seems that Russia is stirring up trou- 
ble with Italy over pirate submarines 
in the Mediterranean, 

There -are three dictators in the 
world today—and in all three of the 
countries which they rule, there is 


great unrest and trouble.

Talk has it that the Orimson eleven 
flashed mid-season form in hammering 
the mighty Moose Ramblers 13 to 6. 
They did, except in one department, 
blocking. The absence of this fea- 
ture became increasingly noticeable 
as the game progressed with prospec- 
tive long runs being tagged out of 
the line of scrimmage and occasion- 
ally behind it. 

Bob Nulf, mentor of the Nonth ag- 
gregation, is well aware of this none 
too alarming defect and can be count- 
ed on to have it ironed out this week

SixMan Football 
Looms On Horizon 


New Game Takes Hold In 
Small Schools; Spectacu- 
lar, Inexpensive 





“Tt takes six men and a boy” is an 
old, old saying but from now on it 
only takes six boys and a coach to 
make a football team. Small towns 
whose only athletic entertainment was 
a softball game a couple of times a 
week are blessing the high school 
coaches who began and furthered the 
development of six man football. 





The first game between two sextets 
of energetic grid men was partici- 
pated in by four Nebraska schools, 
Chester, Hardy, Alexandria, and Bel- 
videre. Chester and Hardy combined 
to form a six-man aggregation while 
Belvidere and Alexandria joined for 
the other group. The first clash was 
played beneath floodlights at Hebron 
College, Nebraska, and was a tre- 
mendous success as the two teams fea- 
turing tricky reverses, long dashes 











around end, and forward passes ga- 
lore, played four thrill packed quar- 
ters to a 19-19 tie. Stephen Epler, 
who authored the official rule book, 
refereed the contest. 


With the game a success, each of 
the four schools organized their own 
clubs. Other small towns, eyeing the 
game, began to fall in line and the 
next fall the Little Blue Valley League 
was organized, Soon other groups be- 
gan to form loops; and Montana, get- 
ting wind of the new gridiron sensa- 
tion, had thirty-five schools playing it 
in 1936. Over two hundred North 
Dakota small towns had six man ag- 
gregations, and sextet football was 
made. 


R. A. Lynch, superintendent of the 
‘Tyronga, Arkansas, high school, wired 
and hired Winton Simmons from Mem- 
phis to organize and coach such a 
team. The Memphis Commercial-Ap- 
peal saw the news value and appeal 
of the game and gave the six man 
grid game its first real publicity” by 
sending out stories and publicity all 
over the country. 

Tyronza boys answering the call 
numbered fifteen. Such a number an- 
swering a football call in Indiana 
would give a coach a bad case of flim- 
flams. But to Simmons, fifteen boys 
meant two teams and three extra. He 
met his first difficulty when he dis- 
covered that the majority of the boys 
had never seen a football game. He 
solved this problem by taking them 
to see Southwestern U. and the 
Jonesboro Aggies push each other 
around. Then he began to drill them, 
giving them long lessons on funda- 
mentals and at the start of the sea- 
son had only six plays to work with. 
These were all from punt formation. 
Well, in the first game Tyronza took 
a shellacking from Marion High due 
to a bad case of gridiron fright. Be- 
ginners’ mistakes cost them the game, 
but this was only natural. Soon after 
this leagues were organized through- 
out Arkansas with several schools 
quitting the eleven man game to jump 
into a vacant spot in the six-man 
loop. 

One of the chief benefits of six man 
football is the fact that each and 
every player can share in the glory of 
scoring points, 

With a field only eighty yards by 
forty needed to play, college frater- 
nities without the necessary men for 
an eleven man organization have 
taken up the sextet type. 

Expenses for operation of this mid- 
get gridiron group are low and al- 
though eleven man football isn’t on 
the way out, six man grid teams are 
on the way in. 

Who deserves credit for starting it? 
It’s hard to say. Nevertheless some- 
one did and they deserve praise galore 
for six man pigskin teams are giving 
small town folks the time of their 
lives.

English Books Lead Demand 
In New Texts; Students 
Buy Old Volumes 


Mr. Everett Pennington, who has 
been in charge of the sale of new 
books, issued a tentative report on the 
sale of new texts. This report is the 
complete record of those books sold 
before Tuesday, September 21, but as 
he is still having calls for some vol- 
umes the complete report on all books 
sold can nat be published until a fu- 
ture issue. 

The demand for English books was 
greatest. Six hundred thirty volumes 
were sold. Five hundred thirty-eight 
history books; 401 commercia) books; 
346 science books; 91 mathematic 
books; 71 Latin books; 27 French 
books, and 27 German books were 
purchased by students. That is a 
total of 2,031 new texts in circulation, 
the cost of which was $1,744.55. 

Seventy-one used and rebound books 
were sold. Twenty-eight of these were 
English books; five Latin books; thir- 
ty history books, and eight mathema- 
ties books.

Here Monday Eve 


“Adventures In Electricity” 
Will Be Topic Of 
Lecture 


Monday night, October 4. at 8 p. m., 
Dr. Phillip Thomas, of the Westing- 
house Research Laboratory at East 
Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, will present 
a lecture-demonstration at the North 
Side High School auditorium. 

“Adventures in Electricity,” as Dr. 
Thomas’ lecture-demonstration is 
known, shows how eight of the latest 
electrical discoveries can be put to a 
practical use. Dr. Thomas’ exhibit 
includes, The Electrostatic Air Filter, 
which cleans air so it is almost 100 
percent pure; Transmission Line Vi- 
bration New Magnets, which weighs 
but one pound and can lift a weight 
of twenty pounds; The Stroboscope, 
which causes rapidly moving objects 
apparently to stand still; A Breath 
Relay, an infra-red Burglar Alarm, 
Synchronizing Relay, which tubes can 
control huge machines with almost hu- 
man action, and The Ignition Gun, 
which acts so swiftly that it makes a 
bullet seem slow in comparison, These 
eight engineering discoveries will be 
demonstrated by Dr. Thomas at his 
lecture. 

This entire exhibit, which has been 
built especially for lectures, fits into 
a large automobile which Dr. Thomas 
drives from place to place. It is es- 
timated that Dr. Thomas will travel 
more than 100,000 miles with this ex- 
hibit as he is scheduled for appear- 
ances in almost every section of the 
United States. 

Dr. Thomas has_ been associated 
with the research department of the 
Westinghouse Electric and Manufac- 
turing Company since 1911 and has 
contributed many devices to the elec- 
trical field. Dr. Thomas was born in 
Granville, Ohio, and graduated from 
Ohio State University in 1904 with a 
bachelor of science degree. +

THE NORTHERNER 


When, last year, the world rang 


with the news that Edward VIII, King 
of England, had abdicated his throne 
for the love of an American woman, 
the attention of both hemispheres be- 
came focused upon him, 


Born in an unpretentious house, 


White Lodge, Richmond Park, Edward 
first saw the light of day on June 23, 
favorite of Queen Victoria, his great- 
grandmother. 


As a child he figured hardly at all 
in the publie eye in those early days, 
and the fierce light of publicity which 
beat upon him in the years preceding 
his father’s death did not assert itself 
until he had reached a more mature 
age. 

A touch of the romance of medieval 
royalty was flashed across the centur- 
ies by Edward's inauguration as 
Prince of Wales at Canawon Castle in 
1911. The ceremony was picturesque 
in the extreme. Extraordinarily hand- 
some in his fine robes, the fair-haired 
blushing lad filled his role admirably 
even to the length of uttering a few 
sentences in Welsh. 

A big change came in his life short- 
ly after his thirteenth birthday, when 
he was sent to the naval training col- 
lege at Osborne House, in the Isle of 
Wight, from where he graduated into 
the British Navy as a midshipman 
aboard H. M. S. Hindustan. He re- 
ceived no favors during this period, 
in fact was made to work even harder 
than the others. The following story 
is told of this period. 

When Edward VIII was completing 
his early naval training, he went for 
a cruise in the Hindustan. A lieuten- 
ant entered the wardroom sacred to 
lieutenants just after the ship sailed 
and found a very small midshipman 
seated comfortable in an easy chair 
smoking a cigaret, 

“What's your name” demanded the 
lieutenant “and what the deuce are 
you doing in the wardroom?” 

The little middy slid to his feet, and 
with a perfectly grave face, replied, 
“Wales, sir” The captain brought me 
in here. I hope you don’t mind fright- 
fully.” 

“What! You cheeky young devil! 
Get out of here before I kick—” He 
paused and had a good look at the 
offender. “Dammit! I believe you are 
Wales.” 

The Prince grinned apologetically, 
“Sorry, sir, but I believe I am, too— 
but I can’t help it.” 

The Prince started to Oxford, but 
the World War cut short his unversity 
career. In November 1914, he was 
appointed a junior aide-de-camp on 
the staff of John French, British Com- 
mander-in-Chief, and landed in France 
two days later. In spite of his position, 
and against the pleas of his father 
and mcther to take erdinary care of 
himself, the Prince refused to be just 
an ornament at the battlefront. On 
Many occasions he was in extreme 
peril. It is said that onee when he was 
warned to keep in the rear line out of 
shell range he retorted: 

“What does it matter if I am killed? 
I have four brothers.” 

He came back ito England after the 
World War to tell the Lord Mayor of 
London in response of welcome, that 
he had found his manhood. 

Soon he began his series of visits 
which so enhanced his reputation and 
popularity throughout the British Em- 
pite and the world. 

He left on his first trip to Canada 
in August, 1919. A:fter that adventure, 
trips to the remote corners of the 
world became regular occurrences. He 
visited New Zealand, Australia, Hono- 
Julu, Fiji, Samoa, as well as making 
his famous trips to the United States, 
where he received uproarious wel- 
comes, unprecedented in history. 

He turned to sports and athletics to 
keep physically fit and took up lawn 
tennis, swimming, squash rackets, golf 
and airplaining. 

He embarked on a series of tours 
throughout Britain, visiting hundreds 
of welfare clubs for the unemployed 
and generally adding to his popularity 
among the working masses by taking 
the keenest interest in their life and 
problems. He descended coal mines, in- 
spected steel mills, shipyards, factor- 
ies and other centers of industrial ac- 
tivity. Is it any wonder that Edward 
wes the world’s most popular sover- 
eign? 

Although in his early life, Edward 
was a gay and reckless man, in the 
years before hs father's death, he set- 
tled down and began to take his life 
and responsibilities more seriously. 
His philosophy of life was never bet- 
ter explained than in one of his own 
speches in which he said, 

“The crown stands above all dis- 
tinctions of country, race, and party.” 

At the death of George _V, the 
Prince discarded royal precedent to 
fly from the bier of his late father to 
the capital. He made the 100-mile trip 
in his private airplane and was the 
first British monarch to travel by air. 

After occupying the throne for a 
short time, the world was startled by 
the news that Edward had abdicated 
in order to marry Mrs. Wallis Simp- 
son, an American woman. Since his 
abdication, the two have been married 
and have lived together as quietly as 
possible, 

Edward VIII was the most “human” 
king Britain has ever had; and there- 
fore probably the greatest.

His six feet three of magnifi- 
cent, chocolate colored physique taper 
toa head of equally heroie propor- 
tions, with large expressive brown 
eyes, and x singularly determined, 
square fighting jaw. Although he is 
gentle of voice and deliberate of mo- 
tion, he has talents to correspond to 
his appearance—dramatic and athletic 
ability, a keen intellect and a singing 
voice of unusual natural quality. 

His early training as the youngest 
of five children of a busy minister in 
Westfield, New Jersey, apparently 
taught him to hold his own against 
competition. During his college days 
at Rutgers, the sporting pages of the 
newspapers were constantly enlivened 
by pictures of the handsome student 
and tales of his achievements. When 
he was graduated in 1919, he added a 
Phi Beta Kappa key and debating 
honors to his athletic letters. Having 
gone ambitionsly on to the study of 
law at Columbia, he won his degree in 
1923. 

It was Eugene O’Neill who ferrited 
him out, and took him on his first ex- 
eursion into the theatre. He played 
leads in “All God‘s Chillun Got 
Wings,” “The Emperor Jones,’ and 
“Old Man River.” During this time he 
established his place as an actor and 
reached out for other worlds to con- 
quer. Negro spirituals were then com- 
paratively a novelty. When he sang 
his first program, his wide range and 
touching sincerity of his big voice, un- 
trained though it was, caused him at 
once to be hailed as a singer. On his 
concert tours since then, here and 
abroad, his main problem appears to 
be how to telescope his huge length 
into a Pullman berth at night. Other- 
wise concerts present no terrors to an 
artist who studies constantly to en- 
large his repertory and improve his

North Side successfully opened the 
first of four road games, by trouncing 
the once powerful Goshen eleven, at 
Foremans in Goshen by the count of 
27-0 last Friday evening. Both teams 
were on the edge and overly eager to 
get the game underway, and, as a re- 
sult, the first seven plays found each 
team having trouble in calling signals, 
and several penalties followed. 

But once the Redskins attack was 
launched, there was no stopping the 
boys. Taking the kickoff on their own 
31, Huth hit center four yards, Boe 
decker then picked up three on an 
off-tackle play, Huth smashed his way 
up to the 41 and a first and ten, Wer- 
ling picked up four yards on an end 
run and Boedecker, behind plenty of 
blocking, lugged the ball down to the 
21 yard mark. Ed Boedecker then 
flung a pass to Werling, who crossed 
the goal line standing up. Boedecker 
converted on a placement. 

Goshen received the kickoff and 
downed the ball on their own 43. Van 
Winkle and Bullock then tried the left 
side of the North line, but, being un- 
able to pick up yardage, Mittenberger 
kicked down to the 24. Huth in three 
straight smashes picked up 29 yards. 
Boedecker then went off tackle for six 
yards. Huth hit center for 13 yards 
and placed the ball on the hosts’ 30 
yard line. Potts and Gunkler then re- 
placed Huth and Boedecker in the 
Reds backfield. Gunkler then picked 
up four yards in an off-tackle play, 
and Potts circled his end for twenty- 
six yards and the second six pointer 
of the quarter. Werling made good on 
a place kick and ithe score stood 14-0. 


Goshen took the kickoff on their 38 
and, being unable to make any head- 
way on the ground, the Red Menace 
took to the air. Failing to gain on 
two passes, Miltenberger hit center, 
but*fumbled the ball, and Johnson, 
North Side guard, recovered on the 30 
yard line, as the quarter ended.

North Side kicked off 
to Goshen and the ball was down on 
the 28 yard line. After a series of line 
smashes failed, the Goshen eleven at- 
tempted to kick out, but the right side 
of the Red line blocked the punt and it 
was downed on the 13 yard line by 
Horne, lanky North end.

Red And White Warriors 
Down Irish 46-6 In Game 
On North Side Grid 
October 1 


Entire North Squad Sees 
Action In City Series 
Debut 


The Red and White Wave of North 
Side again rolled on as fighting packs 
of Redskins downed Coach Levicki’s 
Fighting Irish from the downtown in- 
stitution 46-6 at the Nulfmen’s field, 
last Friday evening. 

Playing before a crowd of some 
four thousand fans, with ideal weath- 
er conditions and a fine game spirit, 
the Braves were not long in getting 
their vaunted attack launched. The 
Purple received the opening kick-off 
and downed the ball on the 7-yard 
line. After losing three yards on 
three bucks at the line, the Irish 
kicked out to their own 45-yard line. 
Huth in two successive smashes made 
it a first and ten on the C, C. 30; 
Werling then circled his for four 
yards, a pass then failed, and Boed- 
ecker on an off-tackle play threw off 
two tackles and sliced his way through 
the Levickimen’s secondary for 26 
yards and the first seore. Boedecker 
made good on a placement for the 
extra point, 

The visitors again chose to receive, 
this time running the pigskin back to 
the 30-yard line. Picking up but one 
yard on a trio of plays, the Purple 
sent Bitler back to kick out, but the 
Reds’ line, headed by Weaver, Horn, 
and Fruechtenicht, broke through to 
block the kick, the ball rolled down 
to the goal line where Fruechtenicht 
pounced on it for the second tally. 
Boedecker again converted. 

The Irish, taking the ball on the 28- 
yard line, tried the center of the 
North line, but failing to make any 
headway, Bitler kicked down to the 
Nulfmen’s 45. Boedecker and Huth, 
who continually smashed and sliced 
their way down to the C. C. one-yard 
line as the period ended. Werling 
went over his tackle to score on the 
first play of the second quarter. 
Boedecker’s place-kick sailed wide. 

The fourth Warriors’ touchdown 
came as a result of a fumble on the 
part of C. C. on their own 41-yard 
line. Boedecker then lugged the ball 
to the 24-yurd line, where a pass from 
Boedecker to Fruechtenicht paved the 
way for the fourth North score. 
Fruechtenicht dropkicked for the ex- 
tra point. 

The Purple took the kickoff and 
showed some sign of a passing attack, 
but the Red backs soon smothered 
this, and C. C. kicked deep into the 
Braves’ 22-yard line. North Side then 
crossed the Irish eleven up by kick- 
ing deep into the opponents’ territory, 
where a Catholic fumble gave the 
Nulf charges the ball on the 36-yard 
line. Gunkler then made it a first and 
ten on the 21-yard line, but his gain 
was to no ayail as a lineman was 
caught clipping and the ball was 
placed back on the 36-yard line. 
Gunkler on the next play faded back 
to the 41-yard line and tossed a pass 
to the outstretched arms of Fruech- 
tenicht, who was standing in the end 
zone.

The Irish’s only scoring threat in 
the first half came a few minutes 
later, when three passes combined 
with a pair of running plays put the 
ball on the North 24-yard line. Gunk- 
ler then intercepted a visitor's pass 
and set sail for the Catholic goal 
line only to be hauled down from be- 
hind on the 11-yard stripe. The half 
ended after one running play failed 
to gain. 

The Irish, after the rest period ex- 
pired, came back and played the Red- 
skins on rather even terms until mid- 
way in the third stage. At this time 
the North eleven got another drive 
under way which sent Huth across the 
pay-off line late in this period. Wer- 
ling dropkicked for the extra point. 

Bob Nulf sent his second eleven in 
at the start of the fourth period and 
after holding the downtowners in 
check for three downs, the Irish kick- 
ed out and gave the North replace- 
ments their first chance to show what 
they had. Potts and Gunkler found 
openings in the Irish line and in five 
plays tugged the ball down to the 
Purple 20-yard line, where Potts 
broke through the Irish forward wall 
to account for the final Red points. 
Potts failed to convert on a place- 
ment. 

The North Side line held the losers 
to 39 yards by rushing and four first 
downs, while the Red and White roll- 
ed up a total of 292 yards by rushing 
and made 16 first downs. The Purple 
passed 17 times, completing eight for 
89 yards; the Reds tossed 10 passes,

He’s brightest in 
society and education but doesn’t 
rank socially—Why? He’s a negro. 

One of the best and cleanest basket-

The greatness of an instrument de- 
fends on its expressive power. For 
convenience this vague qualification 
has been broken into (a) basic tone 
quality, (b) variety of possible effect, 
(c) directness of expression. The 
basic tone quality of the organ, piano, 
and violin is not easy to compare. The 
simple honest beauty of an open or- 
gan, the bold but quickly fading tones 
of the piano, and the exquisite loveli- 
ness a trained hand draws from the 
violin—what judge could choose wisely 
between these three? 

One is more sure of their answer 
when they come to the second quali- 
fication. The dynamic range of the 
organ is one of the wonders of the 
world. It can whisper or it can thun- 
der until it shakes buildings, and in 
between, its tones take on every hue 
and color, also more or less successful

As to variety of tonal effects, the 
piano and violin are hopelessly out- 
classed,—neither can depart far from 
its basie tone quality. The piano 
makes a good showing, though it does 
come in second here. Many piano 
|fans claim for it that the actual num- 
ber of tonal effects reach, or at least 
nearly reach, those of the organ, but 
whether we like it or not, we have to 
give the title to the most versatile of 
all the instruments, the organ. 

The upset comes when the violin 
moves to first place for directness of 
expression. The violin can change the 
quality and quantity of a tone even 
after it has begun to sound. The 
violin is so close to the performer that 
it becomes almost a part of his body, 
while the organ and piano are so far 
away. The organ especially has over 
a hundred feet of cable and compli- 
cated mechanism for the organist to 
go through to get his desired effect, 
and the piano just sits there to be 
punched into submission. 

Tf the three instruments are tied in 
beauty of tone quality, and if the or- 
gan wins on variety and the violin on 
directness and intimacy where does 
the piano come in? It has much of

Within about two months, all of the city of Fort Wayne will be served 
with refined natural gas which is brought to this part of the state by pipe- 
line from the vast Texas fields in the Panhandle region of the Lone Star

“Take care of your music and your 
eareer will take care of itself,” says 
Elizabeth Ruthberg, who did just that. 
When she left her home in the Erz 
mountains to go to boarding school, 
the study of music at the Conserva- 
tory was done with the same diligence 
as her literature and language. Fritz 
Reiner heard her sing at a school con- 
eert and decided for her that opera 
must be her career. 

She made her debut in 1915. Later 
in 1922 at the Metropolitan, one critic 
said that, “her voice is the sort one 
dreams of, and her use of it ap- 
proaches perfection more closely than 
do most things in this highly imperfect 
world.”

Today we hear more and more about 
the Supreme Court and its justices. 
‘This court, which is supreme among 
| those of the United ‘States, has for its 
head, a man who has been or is an 
American jurist and statesman, gov- 
ernor of New York, Associate Justice 
of. ‘the Supreme Court, Secretary of 
State, member of the World Court, 
and then since 1930, Chief Justice of 
our country’s highest court—Charles 
Evans Hughes. He bears the distine- 
tion of being the only min who ever 
returned to the Supreme Court after 
once having resigned from it. In 1916, 
he was barely defeated for the Presi- 
dency by Woodrow Wilson. 

Mr. Hughes was born at Glen Falls, 
N. Y., and was educated at Colgate 
and at Brown universities, and at the 
Columbia Law School. He began to 
practice law in New York City in 
1284. 

Hughes was brought prominently 
into public life, when he was appoint- 
ed special attorney by the New, York 
legislature to investigate the financial 
methods of the powerful life insurance 
companies cf the state. The thorough- 
ness with which he performed his task 
resulted in an awakening of public 
opinion and in\far reaching reforms 
and led to-his election as governor of 
New York on the Republican ticket; 
he defeated his chief opponent, Wil- 
liam Randolph Hearst, by 60,000 votes. 
Two years later he was re-elected. 

During his terms as governor, 
Hughes was engaged in a ceaseless 
fight for reform. Through his efforts 
a Public Service Commission Act was 
passed, and the race tracks of the 
state were closed. The struggle for 
direct primaries, began by him, was 
long and bitter, but a law providing 
for that reform was passed in 19138. 

Before the end of his second term, 
President Taft appointed him an As- 
sociate Justice of the Supreme Court 
of the United States, and he resigned 
the governorship in the autumn of 
1910. Because of his determination to 
serve his country well as a member of 
the Supreme Court and to remain 
aloof from partisan politics, Justice 
Hughes consistently refusec to take 
part in the contest for the Presidential 
nomination in 1916, Without encour- 
agement from him, he was named as 
his party’s standard bearer. In the 
November election, Woodrow Wilson 
defoated him by a narrow margin. 

In 1921 Hughes became Secretary 
of State in the cabinet of President 
Harding and continued in that post 
under President Coolidge until 1925, 
when he resigned to re-enter private 
law practice. 

His commanding talents were again 
used in the interest of his country 
when, as chairman of the American 
delegation at the Pan-American Con- 
ference of 1928, which met in Havana, 
Cuba, he contributed much to the suc- 
cess of the meeting by his tact and 
his straightforward presentation of 
American ideals. 

The same year, Hughes was ‘chosen 
to fill the unexpired term of John Bas- 
sett Moore in the World Court, Moore 
having resigned his membership. In 
1929 Hughes took up his work in con- 
nection with the court, but resigned in 
1980 to become Chief Justice of the 
Supreme Court. 

That Mr. Hughes is impartial in his 
views on the New Deal is proved by 
the fact that he has voted both for and 
aganst gome of the New Deal meas- 
ures.

the senior play in 1929, Lyle Turner 
and Norman Richard filled the office of 
club president for Student Players. 
“The Bishop’s Candlesticks” and 
“Beau of Bath” were given-as the 
Christmas plays. 

The éntire department of drama en- 
joyed unusual success in 1930, They 
presented ‘“‘The Masque of Two Stran- 
gers” and “Finders Keepers.” Jerome 
Thinnes served in the capacity of 
president. 

Contest Is Begun 


“Love In A Dutch Garden” was pre- 
sented in 1931. Rudy Hirsch was pres- 
ident. “What Men Live By” was the 
Christmas play. “Exchange” and “The 
Shutting of the Door” were presented 
before the student body. Miss Suter at 
this time instituted a system by which 
the three Fort Wayne High School 
dramatic groups would present pro- 
grams throughout the year at meet- 
ings, and the school presenting the 
best group of plays would be awarded 
a plaque. 

In October, 1932, the Student Play- 
ers presented “The Farce of the Wor- 
thy Master, Pierre Patelin.” Later on 
a Christmas play, which was entitled 
“Hunger,” was presented. Ed Meisner 
served as president for the first semes- 
ter, and Woodrow Schlatter for the 
second semester. A George Washing- 
ton Play was given on February 22, 
while the group also presented a Cour- 
tesy Week playlet entitled “Dr. 
Jekyl and Mr. Hyde.” 

“Bargains in Cathay” and “The 
Thing” were given before the student 
body in October, 1933. Two one-act 
plays were given at Christmas time. 
They were “The Dust of the Road” 
and “Theories and Thumbs.” 


Christmas Carol Given 


During the first semester of 1933- 
1934 school year “Hearts Enduring” 
and “Teapot on the Rocks” were pre- 
sented. At Christmas time the famous 
“Christmas Carol’ was given. The last 
plays to be given were “Medicine 
Show” and “Two Crooks and a Lady.” 
Heading the officers the first semester 
was Jack Meyer, and during the sec- 
ond semester, Carl Waterfall. 

Edward Rosenthal and James Meek- 
er served as presidents during the 
school year 1934-1935. The first play 
of the season was “’Op o’ Me Thumb.” 
Dickens’ ‘The Christmas Carol” was 
given by the club December 17. As a 
conclusion to a successful season, on 
May 11, the senior members of the 
club gave “The Charm School.” 


Membership Grows 


The membership of the club had 
reached a total of about one hundred 
students in 1936. Elbert Bowen and 
Franklin Peddie served in the capacity 
of president during the first and sec- 
ond semesters, respectively. Two one- 
act plays were presented before the 
student body. “The Man on the Curb” 
and “Finders Keepers” were the pro- 
ductions. At Christmas the precedent 
set during the past two years of pre- 
senting “The Christmas Carol,” was 
broken, and the club presented “The 
Violin Maker of Cremona.” The Stu- 
dent Players’ Club was very active in 
radio, having presented “The Man 
Who Couldn’t Say No”. Shorter plays 
were also broadcast. Outstanding in 
this group was a presentation of “The 
China Pig.” The year was closed with 
the senior play “The Ideal Husband” 
on May 15. 

A Russian comedy and “The Fif- 
teenth Candle” were the first of the 
undertakings of the club in 1936-1937. 
Robert Smith and Stanley Needham 
served as president of the club, Short- 
ly after the presentation of the one-act 
plays, a chance came for the North 
Side Student Players’ to match their 
skill and art against that of actors 
and actresses from the other high 
schools of the city. This contest was in 
the form of a radio dramatization of 
a portion of the motion picture, “Dods- 
worth,” sponsored by one of the thea- 
tres of the city. The Redskin cast won 
the cup offered as the prize. At Christ- 
mas time “The Bellman of Mons” was 
presented in fulfillment of the annual 
dramatic presentation of the season.

North Side has one of the most ef- 
ficient and competent janitor forces 
in the city. For the past ten years 
they have proven their ability as ten 
of North Side’s most faithful servants, 
Ever since North Side opened in 1927, 
the janitors have been busy 300 days 
out of the year. 


The head custodian is Mr. Frank 
Fortmeyer, He sees that the janitors 
have given North Side a thorough 
cleaning every night. 

William Dennis cleans the second 
floor every night. This includes 
sweeping, emptying pencil sharpeners, 
emptying waste-paper baskets, wash- 
ing boards, and cleaning blackboard 
erasers. 


Robert Fernwalt has charge of the 
boys’ lavatories and shdwer rooms. 
He also picks up all paper, gum wrap- 
pers, erasers, pencils, etc., outside of 
windows and entrances. 

Jean Geller has charge of the girls’ 
lavatories and shower rooms. She also 
sweeps corridors and halls. 

Arthur Koenig cares for the third 
floor, doing such things as sweeping 
halls, corridors, cafeteria, and study 
hall. 

John Peterink cleans boards, waste- 
paper baskets, pencil sharpeners, 
blackboards, and blackboard erasers 
on the third floor. 

Curtis Robinette does all outside 
work, such as mowing lawns, trim- 
ming shrubbery and trees. He also 
keeps the football and track fields in 
condition. He also cleans the manual 
training shops. 

Hilda Rose does dusting in the au- 
ditorium and gym. She sweeps halls 
and corridors and does any light work 
which must be done. © 

Christ Paul has charge of the en- 
gineering room and the heating plant. 

M. 0. Shookman is North Side’s 
chief fireman, who shovels from ten to 
twelve tons of coal a day, to keep our 
fair portals warm, 

Our janitors have a very large and 
active program to follow. One of the 
important tasks in the winter is shov- 
eling snow and cleaning the swimming 
pool. In the summer they must paint, 
patch, and clean walls. The lawn and 
field must be mowed weekly. The 
floors must be oiled. Before every 
dance they must clear the cafeteria of 
tables and chairs. 

The janitors are very faithful ser- 
vants to North Side, and, if every stu- 
dent co-operates to the fullest extent, 
North Side will remain a clean, model 
school.

Redskin Portals In 1927, 
1937 Attract Visitors’ 
Eye, Interest 


North Side High School opened its 
doors to the public on Labor Day, 


1927. Approximately ten thousand per- 
sons inspected the building. This new 
high school offered the most modern 
equipment available. Charles Weather- 
hogg, architect, and Max Irmsher, con- 
tractor, gave Fort Wayne one of the 
most modern and unigue buildings 
when they built North Side High 
School. 

The auditorium was one of the chief 
objects of interest. Its fifteen hundred 
dome-covered circular seats were so 
arranged that the stage was visible 
from any angle. The baleony, with its’ 
graceful curve, attracted the eyes of 
many. 

The gymnasium and swimming pool, 
with their modern facilities, amazed 
the visitors. Without a doubt, North 
Side was the most complete school ever 
built in the viciinity of Fort Wayne. 

Battleship linoleum, the best of its 
kind, well distributed drinking foun- 
tains, sanitary black boards, and mod- 
ern desks were among the many out- 
standing features of the newly built 
school. 


The domestic science department 
offered the best of opportunity for the 
girls. Four-burner gas stoves and 
ovens accompanied each table. Cabi- 
nets, special tables and all other neces- 
sities in the preparation of a meal 
were found in the culinary depart- 
ment, 

An added feature was the five-room 
apartment, especially built for girls 
that desired more knowledge of house- 
keeping. 

The sewing room, with its new elec- 
tric machines, made every mother’s 
eyes sparkle with delight.

In the year ’30 and ’31 the depart- 
ment of music progressed about the 
same as before. The Girls Honor Choir 
had gowns made which wrought a 
great improvement in their appear- 
ance. 

In September, ’31, Mr. William Doty 
became the director of music for that 
year as Mr. Sur had obtained a leave 
of absence. Under the former’s direc- 
tion, the band and orchestra, each 
composed of about fifty members, were 
very successful. Mr. Doty was the one 
who first organized the ACappella 
choir. 

Band Wins First Place 

Mr. Sur was back the next year and 
the A Cappella choir continued its 
work under his direction. The band 
won first place in the District contest. 
The operetta, “Bon Voyage,” was pre- 
sented with great success. 

In 1934 several members of the band 
won places in the first division of the 
soloists contest at Huntington, Indi- 
ana, on April 13 and 14. This brought 
recognition to North Side. The orches- 
tra grew ito fifty-four energetic young 
musicians, and the operetta, “Ask the 
Professor,” was presented by the A 
Cappella choir. 

The next year the band and orches- 
tra became the largest that North 
Side had ever had. They took part in 
the Distriet Contest and placed in the 
second division. The musical comedy, 
“H, M. S. Pinafore,” was given and 
was enjoyed very much by all who saw 
it.

The most important achievement of 
the music department in the year ’35- 
’86 was the presentation of the ‘““Mika- 
do.” This was quite a difficult operetta 
but there was’a fine cast and it made 
a big hit. In February Mr. Sur ac- 
cepted a position with the University 
of Wisconsin and was followed by Mr.

Last year Mr. Chance selected a new 
A Cappella choir which gained much 
recognition during the year.

Another Redskin great who contin- 
ued in football efforts in college is 
Bill Borgman, former North Side full- 
back and varsity Michigan guard. 
Borgman, who played on the same 
Crimson teams as did Leeper, later 
faced Leeper in Big Ten Conference 
clashes in which their respective uni- 
versities participated against one an- 
other. Borgman, who tipped the scales 
at 170 while at North Side, now a 
graduate, is dangerously near the 190- 
pound mark. Hats off, too, for Bill 
Borgmann, right guard on the North 
Side All-Time All-Star eleven and an- 
other member of the class of ’30 who 
succeeded. 

Appalling, perhaps disastrous, was 
the loss of Forrest Cronkhite, who left 
school in his senior year immediately 
after the Goshen-North Side engage- 
ment in 1935 to go to work in a Fort 
Wayne business concern. Forrie, one 
of the most popular athletes ever to 
attend North Side, spent his first game 
jn 1932 in the line. The next clash 
he was playing fullback and after that 
he was never shifted again. Ample 
reason for that can be shown by his 
gaining a position on the All-City 
team in his first three years, and un- 
doubtedly he would have been named 
an All-City back for the fourth con- 
secutive year had he finished out the 
grid season. 

Doff those hats to Forrest Cronk- 
heit, another Redskin football great 
who well-deserves the fullback post on 
our All-Time All-Star team. 

Joe Shumm Point Getter 

Notoriously independent, tempera- 
mental Joe Shumm, who connected as 
an All-City back for three straight 
seasons, 1934-35-36, still must be 
ranked as one of the four outstanding 
ball toters in Redskin football his- 
tory. Joe, now a family man, had the 
fastest pickup of a high school back 
that it has ever been my pleasure to 
see. Always a main cog in North 
Side’s offense, Joe played an impor- 
tant part in the fine record which 
the 1936 team completed. He was the 
leading ground gainer and scorer, a 
fine long-distance passer, and, al- 
though -at times lackadaisical, was 
still a fine defensive man and willing 
to stop any man any time, and so 
it’s again hats off to another Red- 
skin All-Time All-Star, Joe Shimm, 
halfback. 

Steve Marshall, mainstay of the first 
North Side football team, gets the 
quarterback post for his all-round 
ability in 1927-’28. Marshall, who 
shone even during the dismal 1927 
schedule, was counted to carry the 
offensive load for the 1928 edition of

Frank Meeks and Don Shilts can well 
se ranked as North Side’s two great~- 
ssf ends. Meeks, a great defensive 
man, gained a nomination on the 1929 
All-State Football team in his final 
year at North Side for his sterling 
work on the gridiron. 

Shilts On All-City 

Shilts, a fine punter whose only 
kicking fault was a slowness in get- 
ting off his long boots, could be count- 
ed on to take care of the offensive 
end of our mythical club, for, during 
his final year at North Side in 1935, 
he became one of the leading Redskin 
players and was named to the 1935 
All-City Team. Again we doff our 
hats to Don Shilts and Ben Meeks 
right and left ends on our All-Time 
All-Star North Side eleven. 

Tom Vachon, whose 145 pounds 
seem hardly to warrant his selection 
as an all-star tackle, and Dave Brad- 
ley, who at 175 pounds is one of the 
toughest linemen ever to play high 
school ball, were selected strictly on 
past accomplishments in the Red for- 
ward wall. Vachon, the lightest boy 
to play a tackle post at North Side, 
was a brilliant standout at his post 
despite lack of weight. Bradley, big 
and husky, was selected as an All-City 
tackle in his senior year, 1934, and 
deserves his place for his steady de- 
fensive ability. Take ’em off, for our 
All-Time All-Star tackles, Tom Va- 
chon and Dave Bradley, two more 
North Side greats. 

Bojinoff Going Strong 

Pete Bojinoff is another example of 
that axiom or something, “home town 
boy makes good,” for Pete, a sensa- 
tion in his senior year at a guard 
post in 1935, continued his splendid 
grid efforts and is now regarded as 
one of the outstanding sophomore pros- 
pects at Indiana University. Pete was 
selected on the 1935 All-City eleven 
for his spectacular defensive play. 
Hats off to Pete Bojinoff, guard, on 
North Side’s All-Time All-Star team. 

Warren Miller will be well-remem- 
bered by many of North Side students 
and is a unanimous choice for the cen- 
ter post on our honor team. Warren, 
one of the most popular boys of his 
class of 1936, was head and shoulders 
above any other key men in the city 
in 1936, when he was named to the 
All-City eleven. Miller’s hard work 
built the great part he played in 
North Side’s defensive formation. 
Again it’s hats off to the last of our 
All-Time All-Star eleven, Warren 
Miller, center. 

In selecting the above eleven as an 
All-Star team representing ten years 
of football at North Side, we realize, 
perhaps, readers will have different 
choice for several or all positions, but 
take pity on this sports writer and 
keep them to yourself, for our selec- 
tions were made by using our best 
judgment and if our judgment isn’t 
good enough—well what can we do?

City Series Markers Record 
Fluctuations In Intra- 
City Rivalry 





Indiana has long been a state known 
for going wild during the winter sea- 
son each year, for it is in the winter 
season that basketball comes into its 
own and reigns over the entire state 
almost as an idol. Thus, because of 
this craze, the North Side athletic de- 
partment started out their first year 
with a basketball team. 

Although not so successful at first, 
this department gradually improved 
go that in recent years there have 
been developed first class teams. Be- 
low is a group of short stories cover- 
ing each year of basketball and re- 
viewing the standout games of each 
year and the annual improvement of 
the teams and records. 

1927-28 

This, North Side’s first year, could 
not quite be expected to be a success, 
and the weakness was apparent and 
shown in the first game of the year 
when the Indians were defeated by 
Kendallville by a 58-17 score, From 
here they lost ten more straight 
games. Among their conquerers were 
Central and South Side. 

Then, recovering from their slump, 
they won four straight games,“and one 
of these victories was dealt out to the 
rangy Central Tigers, who were hand- 
ed a stunning upset in a 37 to 81 de® 
feat by a scrapping underdog squad 
of Braves from this school. However, 
after the short win streak, our five 
again hit the skids to lose the rest of 
their games and finish up with a final 
record of five wins and twelve set- 
backs, 

1928-29 


In 1928 our opening game was play- 
ed against a Masonic Home five from 
Franklin which has since stayed on 
our schedule. In this game we were 
defeated and were again lowered into 
such a hole that we were able to labor 
out of it only five times in the regu- 
larly scheduled games to score a vic- 
tory. 

Losing all our City Series games, 
our season seemed indeed dull; how- 
ever, when tournament time came, our 
fighting five threw a seare into the 
dopesters by battling Central on even 
terms to the second round before bow- 
ing out by a 27 to 22 total. 

1929-30 

This year the Redskins again start- 
ed out slow, winning only one of their 
first seven games, but in the last half 
of the season they recovered to win 
four of their last ten games. 

One of these games which the Red 
and White captured was against South 
Side’s powerful five. We defeated these 
city rivals in a very thrilling game 
that was not decided until the last 
minute. The final seore was North 
Side 21, South Side 19. 

After improving throughout the 
year, our team’s impetus carried us to 
the finals of the sectional tourney, at 
which time the Central Tigers proved 
our nemesis. 

1930-31 

The 1930-31 season was the greatest 
basketball season North Side had had 
up to that time. For, during this sea- 
son, the Red varsity hung up a record 
of eleven wins and five losses. 

Three of the wins were recorded in 
City Series tilts, since North Side de- 
feated Central twice and split two 
games with South Side. These victor- 
ies gave the Redskins their first claim 
to the city crown. 

When tournament time came ’round, 
the team was still tops for this section, 
and took the sectional, after ekeing out 
a thrilling 14-18 victory over the al- 
ways troublesome Green and White of 
South Side in the finals, However, our 
luck did not hold out so well in the 
regionals, and we suffered a loss in the 
first round against the Wells County 
Tigers of Bluffton. 

1931-32 

Starting out this year with a very 
green team, prospects were at a low 
ebb at the Brave institution. However, 
the team did manage to win six 
games. 

The highlights of this season came 
in six defeats handed out by South 
Side, who beat us twice in the regular 
season and once during the Christmas 
holidays, and by Central, who also 
took both scheduled games and a vic- 
tory in the second round of the sec- 
tionals. 

The feature of these games was the 
closeness of the scores, for at no time 
did we lose by more than five points, 
and this yery closeness promised evil 
for the city teams in the next season 
since all the Redskin players were re- 
turning for another year. 

1932-33 

The predictions of the previous sea- 
son seemed to go awry as North Side 
lost three of their first six games, in- 


cluding one to South Side. However, at |

Robert Nulf 


Bob Nulf coaches both the North

He succeeded Mark Bills in Septem- 
ber, 1934, 


this time they hit a hot streak and 
won eight straight games, defeating 
both of their city rivals, before losing 
their last two games of their season’s 
schedule. 

When tourney time came, the Red- 
skins again “got hot”, and it was this 
streak that put such names as Blume, 
Lang, Irons, Shafenacher, Schecter, 
Haught, and Byers on the tip of every 
Fort Wayne tongue and carried the 
team to the semi-finals of the state 
tourney at the Butler Fieldhouse, the 
farthest any Fort Wayne team had 
gone up to that time. 

After passing the crucial game 
against South Side in the second 
round by scoring a long field goal in 
tho final minute of an overtime period 
to win 26 to 24, our scarlet scourge 
easily walloped Woodburn and Deca- 
tur to enter the regionals. Here they 
passed Bluffton in the first round and 
then, to clinch matters, scored an up- 
set victory over a favored Hartford 
City quintet. 

Then they went South to the state 
finals and won their first two games 
over Beaver Dam and a powerful 
Muncie team, but the bubble broke in 
their third game and they were elimi- 
nated by Martinsville, the ultimate 
champs. 

1933-34 

This year our record tapered off 
from the brilliant one of the previous 
year, but still we hung up eight vic- 
tories against nine defeats. 

The feature of this season was the 
close games in which our team partici- 
pated. Of the total of nineteen games 
played, nine of them were hair-raising 
games down to the last minute and 
neither team finished more than two 
points behind the other. Of these 
games North Side won seven and lost 
two. 

Against their city rivals in close 
games, the Red team beat Central 19 
to 18 and lost to South Side 11 to 10. 
In the sectionals we advanced to the 
second round before being upset by 
a scrappy Lafayette Central five by a 
19 to 14 count, This year we also play- 
ed Central Catholic for the first time 
and were conquered 31 to 20. 

1934-35 

This season was a fairly successful 
one on the records, for we were cred- 
ited with a record of twelve wins and 
eight losses. However, from the city’s 
standpoint, we did not rate so well be- 
cause we won only one of our city 
games, that against C. C., and lost 
four, two each to Central and South 
Side. 

In the tourney our first obstacle was 
Decatur, whom we defeated 32 to 24 
to advance to the second round when 
we met the Central Tigers and were 
defeated after a close nip-and-tuck

Tenth Legend 
Recalls First 
Red Yearbook 


1937 Preparations Echo In- 
itial Publication Printed 
By Graduating 
Class Of 1929 


Select Name From Ideas 
Submitted By Members 
Of Student Body 


The date, November 5, 1928, marks 
the beginning of North Side’s year- 
book, the Legend. The seniors decided 
at their meeting that day, that if six 
hundred and fifty subscriptions were 
obtained, an annual, covering all 
phases of school life, would be pub- 
lished by their class. 

Ralph Ehrman was named editor of 
the yearbook-to-be and Philip Bowen, 
circulation manager. A name had to 
be chosen for the annual, and so a con- 
test was opened to all students and 
the pupil handing in the cleverest and 
most appropriate name before Novem- 
ber 23 was to receive a yearbook as a 
prize. The judging committee was com- 
posed of several students and mem- 
bers of the faculty—Mr. Milton North- 
rop, Miss Victoria Gross, Mr. Robert 
Sinks, and Miss Rowena Harvey. 

Price Increased 

Price of the yearbook was set at 
£1.00, which was increased to $1.25 the 
following year. The senior pictures 
were to be taken by the Jefferson Stu- 
dio, while the underclassmen pictures 
wer to be taken individually by a pho- 
tographer in Piqua, Ohio, at a cost of 
forty cents per person. 

Later on in November, the name 
“North Side Legend” submitted by 
Dorothy Thomas, sophomore, was de- 
clared the best among the twenty-four 
names suggested. Other *names which 
were considered were North Star, 
Spectrum, Tomahawk, Aurora, and 
Sachem Tepee. 

In order to insure the success of the 
Legend, dll seniors were asked to sign 
a pledge to pay the amount of five 
dollars should there be a deficit or a 
“slip-up” somewhere in the budget, 
which, of course, did not happen. Miss 
Rowena Harvey, present publications 
adviser, was appointed faculty adviser 
and selected a staff of eighteen stu- 
dents to edit the Legend. Some of the 
positions which| are not included on 
the staff today were humor, art, and 
feature editors. 

No Advertising Allowed 

Since commercial advertising in 
high school yearbooks had previously 
been forbidden by the school officials, 
each cless and club was asked to pay 
for its own section, in order to help 
finance the annual, 

The first Legend, with its Indian 
theme carried out artistically by de- 
signs and drawings, and containing 
one hundred twelve pages of class ac- 
tivities, accounts of interesting events, 
jokes and snapshots of the school, 
teachers, and students, was received so 
enthusiastically by the student body 
that the next year, the subscription 
goal was set at 700 out of the approx- 
imate 900 students, 

Since then each graduating class, in 
its turn, has published Legends, con- 
taining better and varied pictures, 
gaining more subscribers, and winning 
more national and state honors in 
journalism. Features of the 1930 and 
731 yearbooks were the art work of 
Lewis Kenyon, cartooning of senior 
officers by Don Komisarow, and of the 
varsity basketball players in ’31 by 
Harold Cox. In 1932, a popularity con- 
test was shown on the past pages of 
the book. The newspaper theme was 
used in the ’33 and “84 volumes; the 
"35 Legend was based on the seven 
cardinals of education; “bridges” was 
the theme of the 1936 yearbook, while 
last year’s Legend commemorated the 
tenth anniversary of North Side. 

Last year a new record was made 
in the circulation campaign. A total of 
825 subscriptions was obtained, ap- 
proximately a hundred more than ever 
before. Therefore, the 1938 Legend 
has set as its goal 800 subscriptions.

Quill Glub Is Honorary Group

The Quill Club is perhaps the most unusual and original club 
at North Side. It has no officers, no pins, and no regular meetings. 
This club is purely honorary, composed of students who do excep-

The Quill Club began its first activi- 
ties in 1927-28, when the school was 
first opened. Its founders were Jean 
Bouillet, Philip Bowen, Margaret Um- 
oach, Margaret Smenner, Margaret 
Berghoff, and Melvin Koenig. 

The most important function of this 
literary club is to publish “Ripples,” 
2 yearly magazine which contains 
many interesting and amusing arti- 
sles, all of which are written by mem- 
bers of the student body of North 
Side.

‘Ripples” that year. At this time 
Lewis Kenybn designed the cover for 
the magazine, and since then it has 
»een used each successive year, the 
mly change being the color. 

Under Mr. Charles Dickinson, Eng- 
lish instructor and adviser of the 
Quill Club, the magazine, “Ripples” 
has been a great success. He has been 
she club’s adviser since it was first es- 
ablished, 

The standard of this club is very 
high, and, since membership to it is 
1onorary, being extended to only those 
2xeelling in literary work, this club is 
something to strive for, to better liter- 
iry ability. 

At the first meeting of the Quill 
Club, held in September, 1937, the 
members were Wilbur Johnson, Theo- 
dosia Field, Phyllis Firestone, Kath- 
arine Crofts and Ruth Needham. 

Last semester's edition of Ripples” 
was distributed May 5. Almost the 
whole of 700 copies was sold and that 
3emester was placed on the records as 
one of the most successful for “Rip- 
ples’” ten years of service.

its organization in 1927. The first 
Northerner appeared on September 
28, 1927. Lorena Fann as editor, head- 
ed the staff which was comprised of 
the following students: managing edi- 
tor, John McMeen; woman’s editor, 
Frances Cook; news editor, Tella 
Smith; copy editor, Margaret Um- 
back; sports editor, George Kowal- 
ezyk; feature editor, Philip Dodane; 
make-up editor, John Sessler; adver- 
tising manager, Nina Lewis; assistant 
advertising manager, Frank Nickles; 
subscription manager, Don Elder; as- 
sistant subscription manager, George 
MecCoombs; and faculty adviser, Miss 
Mercedes Janet Hurst. Miss Rowena 
Harvey joined the North Side faculty 
in the capacity of publications adviser 
and journalism instructor in 1928. She 
has been the guiding spirit behind the 
excellent achievements of all publica- 
tions in the Teepee. 


Rated High 


The Northerner then became a mem- 
ber of the Columbia Scholastic Press 
Association and of the National Scho- 
lastic Press Association and has re- 
tained that membership up to the 
present time. In 1929 a ranking in the 
latter group was awarded The North- 
erner, and in 1930 it received a place 
among the winners in the Columbia 
Scholastic Press Association’s compe- 
tition. The subscription total for the 
first term of the school yéar 1929-1930 
was seven hundred and eleven, and 
that of the second semester was seven 
hundred and eighty-five. 


Because of the increase in the en- 
rollment at North Side, The North- 
erner was entered in the press contests 
as a paper published by a school hay- 
ing one thousand or more students. 
However, the paper still maintained 
its high average and was again ranked 
in the first place. Wilma Kimball serv- 
ed as publisher during the fall semes- 
ter and Bernadine Field and Juanita 
Frederick worked as co-publishers of 
the paper in the spring of the same 
year. The circulation campaign was 
begun and the competition between 
South Side and North Side-was insti- 
tuted. That year The Northerner had 
a circulation of seven hundred and 
fifty, or about seventy per cent of the 
school. 

During the circulation campaign 
conducted at North Side by The North- 
erner in 1931-1932, the Reds’ weekly 
captured the silver cup offered both 
times. Some eighty students served in 
the capacity of a staff under the pub- 
lishers who were Dorothy Leasure for 
the first semester, and Eloise Dreis- 
bach and Josephine Moyer as co-pub- 
lishers, each holding the position for 
one-half semester. Delegates were also 
sent to two press conventions, one at 
Franklin, Indiana, and the other in 
Chicago. 

Many honors, too numerous to be 
individually mentioned, were received 
by The Northerner staff during the 
year 1932-1933. Don Moorhead served 
in the capacity of publisher for the 
first semester, and Margaret Bolman 
and Ruth Field lead the journalists 
during the following spring term. 

Ranking press contests were again 
received by the paper in 1934. It was 
in this year that it was found expedi- 
ent for publications to have a car for 
errands, and same was purchased. 

In 1935-1936 The Northerner ex- 
perienced its most successful season. 
It had at that time adopted an edi- 
torial policy which promoted all con- 
structive citizenship activities at 
North Side. The Columbia Press Asso- 
ciation again rewarded the paper’s 
staff for its work with a Medalist 
prize. North Side captured the silver 
cup offered to the school having the 
greatest number of subscriptions. Carl 
VanWinkle and Wendell Green served 
as publishers during the school year. 

One hundred twenty-five students 
belonged to the staff of the Redskin 
weekly through the year 1935-1936. 
Virginia Blakely, Lucy Bobbs, Vir- 
ginia Bell, and Ed Wilding were the 
publishers, for that year. In order to 
provide more space, the publications 
office was moved to a larger room, 113, 
from room 110, which had housed the 
publications departments since the ad- 
vent of the paper in 1927. Delegates 
again were sent to press conventions 
at Franklin, Indiana, and New York 
City. 

Completing its tenth year in 1937, 
The Northerner ranked high in sever- 
al of the annual press association con- 
tests. Two All-Columbian awards were 
given. One was for all-around excel- 
lence in sports and the other was for 
creative writing. Eight students ac- 
companied by Miss Rowena Harvey 
attended the National Press Conven- 
tion at Detroit, Michigan. Later, sev- 
eral delegates attended the Columbia 
Scholastic Press Association at Colum- 
bia University. Because of its expense, 
The Northerner relinquished the own- 
ership of its runabout, the Ford pur-

Library Serves 
Pupils, Teachers 


Growth Of Book Room Is 
Steady; Now Includes 
4,199 Books 


The year 1927 is significant for an- 
other reason, other than being the 
opening of North Side. It was the be- 
ginning of our library. Alice McKee- 
han was the first librarian; she was 
assisted by Pearl Coulter and Gladys 
Arnold. In 1930 she was replaced by 
Miss Ethel Shroyer, our present li- 
brarian. Up until 1930 the library was 
a branch of the main library, but after 
that it came under the complete man- 
agement of the school officials. 


In 1927 the library boasted 1,476 
books. Now we have 4,199 books. For 
the last ten years approximately 303 
books have been added each year. 
There are also 538 pamphlets includ- 
ing topics on such subjects as the Cen- 
tury of Progress, Automobile Indus- 
try, Specialized Medicine and Treatise 
on Baking Information and clippings 
on such topics as Architecture, Ar- 
chaeology, Farm Relief, Employment, 
Hobbies and the Liquor Problems and 
may be found in the clipping files. 

Besides that, there is also a collec- 
tion of college catalogs which is very 
useful to seniors. 

Since 1927 the circulation of books 
has increased to a great extent. In 
1927 approximately 30,859 circulated, 
while last year 54,606 books were cir- 
culated. 

In addition to books, pamphlets and 
clippings the library carries thirty- 
five magazines and the following news- 
papers: The News-Sentinel, Journal- 
Gazette, New York Times and the 
Christian Seience Monitor. Fifteen of 
these magazines are bound every year 
for reference and added to the bound 
magazine section of the library. 





The library itself is brightened up| 


by several pictures which decorate the 
walls. The painting by Homer Davis- 
son, our own Hoosier painter. was pre- 
sented by the Art Club. The others 
were also presented to the library. 

This year the Helicon Club has 
taken the movies as their theme; 
therefore, there will be interesting pic- 
tures and articles on display in the 
library concerning the movies. 

This year Miss Shroyer has twenty- 
nine assistants. Seventeen of these are 
beginning the course. The others have 
already taken the course but are as- 
sisting in the library for practice. 

Every spring and fall library in- 
struction is given to the freshmen as 
part of their English course. 

The library has several aims or 
goals, namely: - 

to make the library an integral 
part of the school, not a separate and 
independent unit, 

to enrich the school curriculum by 
providing library service for pupils 
and teachers, 

to build up and make available to 
pupils and teachers a well-rounded 
collection of library materials to meet 
the needs of the curriculum and reere- 
ation reading demands. 

to stress good citizenship by en- 
couraging a respect for the rights of 
others.

This Is Fourth Year For 
Kodak Club Now Called 
Camera Club At 
North Side 


Numerous ~ Achievements 
Mark Big Advance Of 
Camera Club 


On October 17, 1933, the photog- 
raphers of North Side banded together 
to form the Kodak Club, with Miss 
Marian Bash as its sponsor, During 
this first meeting the Kodak Club 
adopted a constitution and elected the 
following officers: Darwin Stout, pres- 
ident; Warren Miller, vice-president; 
‘and Blhert Bowen, secretary-treasur- 
er. On December 19 of the first year, 
the Kodak Club had its first Christmas 
party, which is now an annual custom. 
The first snapshot contest was held on 
February 6, 1933. It was then decided 
that motion pictures were to be shown 
to the school. 

Robert Dull, Keith Howey, and 
Mary Gilbert were elected president, 
vice-president, and secretary-treasur- 
er respectively for the first semester 
of 1934. On October 9 Margie Heine, 
Lavonne Wagner, and Layonne Flow- 
ers were appointed on the committee 
for the club’s first wiener bake and 
the motion was passed for the club to 
sponsor a skating party at Bell’s Skat- 
ing Rink in November. At this meet- 
ing it was also agreed upon to buy a 
set of developing material. Thus began 
our dark room. 

Point System Worked Out 

The second snapshot contest was 
held on November 13, 1934. Robert 
Dull won first and third places while 
James Stahn placed for second. Also 
at this meeting a point system was 
worked out and reported on by Robert 
MeDowell. 

On December 18, 1934, the second 
Christmas party was held. Theresa 
Neptune was in charge of the pro- 
gram, which consisted of singing of 
Christmas carols, games and dancing. 
At the meeting of January 8, 1935, it 
was decided by the club that a second 
pin, which was to be awarded after 
receiving 100 points, was to be gold 
and upon receiving this pin the mem- 
ber must either turn in his or her sil- 
ver pin or pay for it. 

February 12, 1985, the members 
agreed on a script for the G. A.A. 
vodvil. The members also made ar- 
rangements to show a courtesy film to 
the school the following week, which 
was “Courtesy Week.” A snap shot 
contest was the feature of the April 9 
meeting. In the first division Keith 
Howey placed first and Joan Juday 
placed second, and in the second divi- 
sion Miss Bash placed first and Joan 
Juday placed second.

We would think that ten years of being a principal would be- 


come boring to anyone. 


But, when we hear the reason Mr. M. H. 


Northrop has for disagreeing with that statement, we can change 
our minds. He said that, while the school is run on a strict routine, 


that routine never becomes borin. Ie 
explained that there are always new 
fields to conquer, new accomplishments 
te which one may look forward. There 


is always something new coming up.! 


Undoubtedly one of the thinzs that 
has given Mr. Northrop this viewpoint 
in the big. list of extra-curricular ac- 
tivities carried on, The benefits are 
wide and varied. he explained, This 
type of work gives the students an 
opportunity to exercise special talents 
and abilities, It gives them a chance 
to express themselves in an even more 
thorough way than mere class work 
would. Yet it is often generally con- 
ceded that there is not that which 
could definitely be called extra-curric- 
ular work. After school activities are 
entwined with the regular sthool-work 
and therefore, offer opportunities to 
blend abilities. It promotes citizenship, 
cooperation among students, and lead- 
ership. 

Fortunately there have been 
few misunderstandings with parents. 
This is generally due to ignorance 
in regard to the manner in which 
the school is run. Social meetings at 
school and intimate talks with the 
teachers will enable the parents more 
to gain more information concerning 
the school and will aid them in devel- 
oping a broader point of view. 

Once every year there are com- 
mencement exercises. At that time 
two strong emotions arise. One js a 
feeling of emptiness and loneliness 
ized that another year of school has 
been completed. The second is the 
feeling of emptiness and lonliness 
when the thought comes to the mind 
of the vacancies which will not be so 
easily and capably filled. 

Several rather wild ideas have risen 
during the past decade. One of the 
most outstanding was the question of 
there should be a student 
court. Those who were for the idea 
contended that the system had been 
used successfully in other United 
States schools and that it would be 
perfectly logical here. “It has its mer- 
its,’ Mr. Northrop explained. “In the 
end, ‘however, the responsibility all 
falls upon the teachers’ and the prin- 
cipal’s shoulders.”’

During the span of ten years, 
throuvh which the school has just 
passed, changing times have resulted 
in changing equipment. The equipment 
used in the various departments is al- 
ways kept in the peak of condition. 
New equipment is added when the old 
becomes obsolete or worn. So the phy- 
sical condition of the school is always 
perfect. 

Dozens of individuals and organiza- 
tions have played important parts in 
the growth of the school. Cooperation 
by the parents has also resulted in 
some notable improvements. There has 
been a good will spirit shown from 
every side. 

The principal believes that there are 
still more improvements to be made 
in the sports work. He believes whole- 
heartedly in the football, basketball, 
and track, and that it should be 
taught. But since those sports cannot 
be played by men after they have left 
school and entered business, he thinks 
that sports such as golf, tennis, and 
bait casting should be instructed, too. 
While the more strenuous sports have 
their places, so have the minor sports. 

An attempt was made to discover 
whom he thought to be the most out- 
standing students who have ever at- 
tended North Side, but he explained 
that there have been so many out- 
standing young men and women that 
it would be impossible to list them. 

Ten years have passed during this 
school’s life, but there are many more 
to which we may look forward. Mr. 
Northrop. gave his own opinion of 
what he looks forward to, saying:

The commercial department of North Side began with the 
opening of school in 1927. It was composed of three teachers. 
They were Miss Oral Furst, Walter Pring, and Elvin Eyster. Spe- 
cial statistics were not kept and so Mr. Eyster is unable to estimate 


the number of pupils enrolled in this 
department during the past ten years, 
but it probably runs into several thou- 
sand. 

The proportion to total school en- 
rollment was not as great in the early 
days of school as it was later. The in- 
srease in the enrollment of the de- 
partment began particularly in 1929 
and continued with the rather abnor- 
mal inerease during the depression 
years. There has been no falling off 
since the depression. 

In 1931 Mr. Elwin Eyster was ap- 
pointed as head of the department. 
Mrs, John Chapman, then Miss Mary- 
inn Roller, took Walter Pring’s posi- 
tion. During Miss Geneva Burwell’s 
Srst year at North Side she taught 
business work, then Mr. Leslie Reeves 
came and taught two periods of busi- 
ness. A year ago this fall Mr. Ralph 
Hite was appointed to this staff. 

In-1932 a revision of the business 
surriculum was instituted. The plan 
was adopted by the school in the school 
year 1933: 4. There are now two 
distinct business curricula, the general 
and the vocational. 

The vocational has a possibility of 
four separate majors, which are the 
slerical, stenographic, accounting, and 
retail selling. The purpose of the gén- 
2ral business curriculum is to provide 
pupils with adequate training in the 





engage regardless of their business 
occupation or profession. It is to give 
training in the business that every 
serson has to do. A second purpose is 
chat it serves as background material 
for the vocational curriculum. The 
hird purpose is that it serves to give 
pupils knowledge and facts which will 
enable them to progress more rapidly 
n any position they may take after 
leaving high school. The purpose of 
the vocational business curriculum is 
co give training in the business skills 
which are essential to employment in 
the business occupation. Complete 
training is offered in each of four 
fields. Any person who finishes work 
successfully can get the diploma, 

Even through the depression years 
boys and girls found employment very 
readily. There are many times that it 
is impossible to fill the demand for 
help. Graduates, receive positions in 
the Lincoln National Life Insurance 
Company, General Electric, Telephone 
Company, stores, and attorney’s offices. 

The department has visitors from 
surrounding counties, cities and states 
coming to observe the work. Some 
come as far as three and four hundred 
miles to view the work being carried 
on.

school career and take those studies 
required there. 

There are three other courses be- 
sides the College Preparatory: the 
General, Commercial and Vocational. 
The first of these is intended primar- 
ily for those students whose training 
will end with high school, but will ad- 
mit the pupil to most colleges if two 
years of language are elected. 

The Commercial Course trains the 
future stenographers, bookkeepers and 
often business executives by teaching 
them commercial arithmetic, office 
practice, bookkeeping, shorthand, and 
typing. 

The Vocational Course, offered 
chiefly at Central High School, com- 
prises shop work in printing, auto- 
mobile repairing, wood work and prac- 
tical electricity. 

‘Under the rules of the State Board 
of Education sixteen units or thirty- 
two credits are required for gradua- 
tion; three in English, three in history 
and government; one in science; one 
in mathematics, and the remainder in 
electives. One major (three year 
course) or two minors (two year 
courses) must be taken as electives. 
Pupils should consult Mr. Northrop 
when they make their elections in 
order to make sure that they are com- 
plying with rules.

Throughout the ten years of North 
Sid> Hich School's existence, the pub- 
lie speaking department hes been an 
important and intogral part of the 
schoel sur lum end has played a 
definite part in the “evelopment and 
improvement of the school. 

About two weeks after the opening 
of the school, plans were formulated 
for e jumior-senior extemporaneous 
comest which would be held semi- 
annually, once each semester. Robert 
(oerber donated a silver loving cup 
on which the name of each winner 
was to be eneraved. Miss Mary Cro- 
mer, head of the English department, 
was the public speech coach at this 
time, and she selected six students to 
enter the final elimination of the Koer- 
ber Extemporaneous Speech Contest. 
These were Philip Bowen, John Mc- 
Meen, Margaret Smenner, Paul Som- 
ers, Herbert Vigran, and Ralph 
Walsh. Philip Bowen won first place 
and accordingly had his name en- 
graved on the Koerber cup. 

On February 1, 1927, North Side 
Speech students were given a charter 
to the National Forensic League and 
were designated as Chapter 218 of 
that organization. That year, also, 
Robert Walsh was chosen to enter the 
county contest of the National Orator- 
ical Contest and Philip Bowen was 
chosen to compete in the county dis- 
cussion contest. 

During the second year of the 
school’s history, North Side’s debate 
teams placed third in the Northeast- 
ern Indiana Debate League. Paul Som- 
ers Was named the winner of the third 
Koerber Extemporaneous Contest. He 
won the county and distriet discussion 
contests and won sixth place in the 
state finals. Van Hagenbush won the 
fourth Koerber Contest. 

In the 1929-1930 school year Joseph 
Bowen was named winner of the fall 
Koerber Contest. The Forensic depart- 
ment sponsored an assembly of the 
{nternational Boy Orators, Bob Kaade 
represented North Side in the county 
division of the National Oratorical 
contest. 

The following year John Stover en- 
tered North Side High School as 
speech coach, The next year the For- 
um Club was instituted for speech 
students not in the National Forensic 
League, Later Chapter 218 of the 
N. F’. L, was disbanded arid the Forum 
Club took its place. 

In 1932-33 North Side placed first 
in the N. KE, I. debate league contest. 
Josephine Miller won the newly origi- 
nated freshman-sophomore speech con- 
test. Wilbur DeWeese and Blaine Ger- 
ard were named winners of the two 
Koerber Contest, and Blaine entered 
the state discussion contest. Howard 
Snyder and Ralph Campbell repre- 
sented North Side at the county ora- 
torical contest and the citizenship ora- 
torical contest, respectively. 

In the following year debaters at- 
tended both the Purdue and Misha- 
waka debate conferences. Fred Kroe- 
mer and Robert Dodane entered the 
county contest of the state discussion 
contest. Fred was named winner and 
placed second in the district. Dave 
Peters entered the citizenship onatori- 
eal contest. Robert Dodane and Fred 
Kroemer were the two Koerber win- 
ners and Marybelle Gallmeyer won the 
second annual frosh-soph speech con- 
test, 

The following fall, Loy C. Laney 
entered as speech coach. The National 
Forensic League was revived with 
Marie Wurtenberger as president. The 
debate teams attended the Purdue 
conference, Fred Kroemer won the 
Koerber contests. Marjorie Snydor 
won the city oratorical contests. Mar- 
garet Johnston and Marie Wurtenber- 
ger entered the county discussion con- 
test and Margaret won. Fred Kroe- 
mer won the Rotary Contest and the 
district contest, and James Mullen- 
dore won the frosh-soph contest. 

In 1935-36 Margaret Johnston was 
president of the N. F. L. and was the 
first girl to win a Koerber contest. 
James Jackson won the other Koerber 
contest. The debaters attended the 
Purdue conference, and also won thir- 
ty-five debates and lost nine through- 
out the year. Margaret also won the 
Rotary and the City Extemp. Pendy 
Snydor and Elbert Bowen were named 
winners of the new junior-senior ora- 
torical contest. James Jackson placed 
second in the Rotary World Peace con- 
test and Pendy Snydor placed third in 
the Kiwanis Declamation contest. Bet- 
ty Lopshire won the county and dis- 
trict discussion contests and placed 
fourth in the state.

North Side’s Redskins made a suc- 
cessful invasion on the soil of south- 
ern Indiana when they downed the 
Bosse of Evansville high school eleven

Heading the Reds’ attack was Ed 
Boedeker, who continually smashed 
over tackle, cut his end sharp and 
fast, and passed and punted to near 
perfection. He was given excellent 
aid by Huth and Potts, who time after 
time smashed thfough the center of 
the Bulldog’s line for big gains, one 
being a touchdown by Huth. 

The Nulfmen’s first six marker 
came after a series of line smashes 
and end runs, which finally saw Boe- 
deker go over his left tackle from the 





10-yard line to score the first Red 
touchdown. Boedeker also converted 
by placement. 


Bosse of Evansville returned the 
opening kickoff in the second half to 
their own 40-yard line. Barnett tossed 
a pass on the first play, which was 
intercepted by Huth who returned the 
pigskin to his own 40-yard line. Huth 
then picked up fifteen yards through 
center, Boedeker six on an end run, 
and Huth on two successive line 
thrusts put the ball on the 22-yard 
line. The North eleven was then pen- 
alized fifteen yards which set the ball 
back on the 37-yard line. 


Huth then took the ball on the first 
play, and went right through center 
scoring without a hand being laid on 
him. Boedeker’s attempted placement 
sailed wide, and the score stood and 
stayed at 13-0. 

North Side threatened several times 
before the end of the playing period, 
but several penalties halted the drives.

“So far in this issue only the bare facts of North Side’s ac- 
complishments in the sporting world have been revealed, but by a 
little delying, a few things that would otherwise have passed 


unknown are listed here. 


North, Side has never had a foot- 
ball team either lucky enough or pow- 
erful enough to finish the season with 
an undefeated record, a title in the 
Northeastern Indiana Conference, or 
sole possession to the city series 
crown, although in 1935 we tied Cen- 
tral for it, 


Central Catholic is the only city 
team that North Side has beaten con- 
sistently, Records show that since 
they were first on our schedule in 
1934 we have won three games and 
tied one on the gridiron, 

The Redskins’ basketball season has 
been opened in the last nine years 
against Masonic Home of Franklin, 
and the series has ended with North 
Side having five victories and Masonic 
Home getting four. 

Records show the reason why North 
Side has a hard time advancing from 
the sectionals into the regionals. In 
the six games the Indians have played 
opposite the Tigers in tournament 
competition, we have come away sec- 
ond best in every game. In every 
other sectional we went beyond the fi- 
nals except for one 19 to 13 upset 
handed us by Lafayette Central. 

North Side’s most thrilling basket- 
ball game was the one played against 
the South Side Archers in the sec- 
tional of 1932-33. In this wild hard- 
wood orgy our team came out with a 
victory in a double overtime when 
“Tug” Blume dumped in a shot from 
the center of the floor to gave us a 
28 to 26 win just as the gun went off. 

That same season the Redskins with 
such players as Schecter, Haught, 
Trons, Lang, Schafenacker, Blume, 
and Ayers went to the semi-finals of 
the state tournament before losing 
out to Martinsville.

Welborn, South Side Men-

North Side’s nigh-impregnable grid- 
ders, boasting six consecutive wins, 
will be top-heavy favorites to make 
it seven in a row and register their 
most convincing victory in ‘history 
over the South Side Archers, when 
they meet one of the weakest Green 
elevens in years at the Southern stad- 
jum tomorrow afternoon, 

Spurred on possibly to greater 
heights by a revenge motive because 
of last year’s 13-12 defeat by the Bow- 
men, which constituted the only blem- 
ish on the 1936 Indiana schedule, the 
Redskins’ smooth-running powerhouse 
should bowl over Lundy Welborh’s 
aggregation with ¢omparative ease. 


Strangely enough, Saturday’s clash 
will give the Crimson ample oppor- 
tunity to even the Nulf ys. Welborn 
series, which at present stands at a 
2-1 count with the Kelly Klads own- 
ing the edge largely through their 13- 
12 win last season. 

Beaten By A Foe 

Ed Ginn’s talented toe beat the 
North Siders 10-6 in 1934, Nulf’s first 
year at the Northern institution but 
in ’35 another strong group of Red 
gridmen hammered the Archers into 
submission 26-7 by virtue of a great 
second half rally, for the first Indian 
over Bowmen win in history. Prev- 
ious to this the best the Reds could 
accomplish was a 6-6 tie in 1929. 

Other engagements with the South 
Siders ended rather disastrously for 
the Nulfmen. In 1927 Mark Bill’s 
first North Side eleven succumbed 
most ingloriously 0-34, followed it with 
a 0-19 loss in ’28, the tie in ’29, and 
then another close one in 1930, with 
Welborn coaxing his boys in with a 
7-6 victory. 

In 1931, ’32, ’33 and 34 (Bob Nulf’s 
first year), the Bowmen hit their tar- 
get with amazing and satisfying reg- 
ularity, scoring four straight triumphs 
with 6-20, 0-31, 6-14 and 6-10. Catas- 
trophe for South in 1935, 6-27, and 

_last fall the same for North to the 
tune of 12-13. Now in the year of 
Our Lord, 1937, your guess may or 
may not be as good as mine, but 
mine is’ 33-6. 

Punch From Rivalry 

My reasons are numerous for the 
somewhat lopsided prediction, but the 
principal one is the always prevalent 
keen feeling between the two schools 
which, although it cannot aid the 
Archers in their present situation, can 
give the Redskins added incentive and 
perhaps a little more punch. At pres- 
ent, however, the chief constituent of 
the North eleven seems to be plenty 
of that very thing. 

If the Redskins fail to halt the 
aerial attack, their chances for an un- 
defeated season and the City and N. 
E. I. C. erowns may go up in the “air.” 
However, a triumph for the Copper- 
faced war party tomorrow will sew 
up the first undisputed City Football 
Title for the North Side school, and 
another win the following week over 
the weakened Decatur Yellow Jackets 
would give them the conference dia- 
dem, also. 

Thus, tomorrow it looks like thumbs 
down on the South Side’s Archers 
and thumbs up a mythical crown for 
North Side’s superlative Redskins.

Decade

Although the basketball highlights 
of the past decade have flickered and 
dimmed and gradually passed from 
the memory of the present as well as 
past scholastic fans, it seems that 
there is no more appropriate time than 
the present to honor the outstanding 
hardwood performers of the past sea- 
sons. In doing this the sports scribes 
of the Northerner have selected four 
forwards, two centers, and four 
guards, who they. think deserve the 
honor of being called the past decade’s 
all-star team. 


A tall, dark-haired lad by the name 
of Elmer Blume was placed on the 
sauad, because of his great offense as 
well as defensive ability. Blume was 
the big gun in the Redskins’ attack 
throughout the 1932-33 sectional, re- 
gional and semi-finals at the state 
tournament. Due to his splendid work 
in the state classic, he was chosen as 
one forward on the All-State team. 
After leaving the portals of North 
Side, Blume entered Northwestern in 
the fall of ’33. During his four years’ 
stay at that institution he received 
three letters for his basketball ability 
on the Wildcat squad. 

Walt Bonham also was selected for 
a forward berth on the squad, While 
on the team in ’31 and ’32, Walt had 
made no outstanding records, as far 
as the win and lose column was con- 
cerned. It was Bonham’s fight and pep, 
combined with his great defensive 
ability, which ranked him as one of 
the city’s top notchers that year. After 
graduating Walt assisted Coach Mark 
Bills with his ball club the following 
year. Bonham has also played with 
some outstanding semi-pro teams in 
the city. 

In Bob Irons the scribes saw an- 
other lad who deserved a forward post 
on the honor team. Not only was Bob 
outstanding in track, but also as a 
basketball player. Irons performed on 
the hardwood in the 1932-33 season. 

He was’a great offense player, and 
his sniping proved the margin of vic- 
tory in more than one clash that sea- 
son. He played forward on the five 
that carried the Red and White colors 
to the semi-finals in the state meet. 
Bob was placed on the second All- 
State team, which was picked by sev- 
eral Indiana sports authorities. After 
graduating, Bob performed with the 
Harvesters, a semi-pro five. 

In Voil Latourette was seen the 
qualities and makings of another hon- 
or forward. Latourette was chosen 
captain of the 1934-35 five, but this 
was not the only thing that resulted 
in his naming to the honor squad. He 
was selected by N. E. I. C. coaches as 
the best offense forward in the confer- 
ence. Although the Redskins were 
downed in the Saturday afternoon en- 
counter of the sectional that year, it 
was Latourette’s sharp shooting that 
was the high light of the tournament. 
Voil for the past two seasons, has 
played with an independent team in 
the city. 

At one center position was placed 
tall, rangy Gus Lang. Lang, who tow- 
ered some six-feet, two inches in 
height, was a great defensive stand- 
out. Although Gus played in 1931-32, 
his greatest year was in 32-33 when he 
controlled the tip-offs and took his 
share of rebounds for the city, section- 
al, regional, and state semi-final five. 
Gus was a quiet lad, who played 
hard, clean basketball. These qualities 
wt the state tourney almost won him 
the Gimbel award. Gus, for the past 
three seasons, has held down the cen- 
ter post in the Harvester lineup.

Broadcasts By Edu- 
cation Office 


Program Schedule May Be 
Heard Over Columbia 
_ Broadcasting System 





A series of dramatic radio broad- 
casts to further the friendship between 
the United States and Latin America 
will be heard over the Columbia 
Broadcasting System every Monday 
night from 9:30 to 10 o’clock, C. S. T. 
The United States Department of the 
Interior, Office of Education, will back 
the broadcasts. Mr, M. H. Northrop 
has been asked by J. W. Studebaker, 
Commissioner of Education, to inform 
students of the benefits to be derived 
by listening to these dramatic broad- 
casts, 

Our president, Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt, in his first inaugural ad- 
dress, said, pertaining to Latin Amer- 
iea: “I would dedicate this nation to 
the policy of the god neighhbor—the 
neighbor who resolutely respects him- 
self and, because he does so, respects 
the rights of others.” 

The plays and stories will include 
the history of Latin America develop- 
ed a:ound the lines of its great lead- 
ers, statesmen, educators, poets, and 
artists, 

The ultimate reason for these pro- 
grams is to foster good will. Through- 
out all history the man on the outside 
was considered a foreigner and was 
feared as an enemy. One class of peo- 
ple was taught to hate another; but 
it seems that history is in reverse as 
shown recently by the international 
feeling of North and South America. 
There is great need for these pro- 
grams. People read every day about 
devastation, and destruction caused by 
war. Men have fought to find a way 
to prevent war. Why not promote good 
feeling between countries by medium 
of radio? Such is the contention of the 
sponsors of this inter-America pro- 
gram series. : 

The United States has developed a 
friendship with her neighbors in many 
ways. Through the Buenos Aires con- 
ference for the Maintenance of Peace, 
the United States has furthered the 
good feeling which is increasing daily. 

“Brave New World” is a peace pag- 
eant on the airways that will bring to 
millions of people in twenty-one re- 
publics the sense of unity and kin. 

The Pan-American Union, the Em- 
bassies and Legations of all the Latin 
American republics and many civic and 
educational groups enthusiastically 
endorse this project. Samuel Guy In- 
man, an authority on Latin America, 
will be the technical adviser of the 
programs. There have been many com- 
mittees of leading men of Latin Amer- 
iea working diligently on this project. 
Some of these are William Dow Bout- 
well, Shannon Allen, Philip Leonard 
Green, Bernard C. Schoenfeld, Irving 
Reis, and many others. 

The radio programs will tell of the 
Conquestadors, the conquerers of the 
new- world, stories of Cortes and Bal- 
boa, The Empire of the Sun, when 
Pizarro conquered the Inca Empire, 
the ancient Mayans and their wonder- 
ful civilization, the yoices in the wil- 
derness, story of Padre Las Casas the 
protector of the Indians and his argu- 
ments before the crown during the 
colonial period, the Damon and Pyth- 
ias of the revolution, story of the 
planning of the revolution to give 
South America freedom from Spain, 

The broadcasts begin November 1 
and continue through April 25, 1938. 
“Brave and New World” will be heard 
every Monday night over the Colum- 
bia Broadeasting System at 10:80 
Eastern Standard Time and 9:30 Cen- 
tral Standard Time.

This reaction time can be measured 
through the use of a sensitive machine 
called a reactionmeter, which records 
in hundredths of a second the time re- 
quired for you to move your foot from 
the accelerator to the brake once a red 
ligth flashes. Tests prove that while 
driving at forty miles per hour, forty- 
four feet are covered during the peri-

If, when you take the reactometer 
test, you fail to get a good grading, 
do not give up driving by any means. 
The test has simply served as an in- 
formant that you should avoid fast 
driving, and use extra care at cross- 
ings and when following close behind 
other cars. It also reveals that you 
should make up for your slow brak- 
ing by beginning to apply the brakes 
sooner when approaching intersections 
Too, some drivers are especially 
sensitive to glare and fail to see in the 
approach of blinding headlights, Oth- 
ers have what is called “tunnel vision,” 
that is, they cannot see objects out of 
the corner of their eye. Mangled pe- 
destrians and fellow motorists may 
become extant when you have joined 
the fraternity of “slow but sure” dri- 
vers.

Bob Nulf’s hard hitting Redskins

Can the United States educate for peace? This is one of the 


national questions which are being discussed in the editorial col- 


umns of every paper in the country. As yet, no tentative plan has 


been suggested. 


Everyone has seen at some time! 

or other a photo or an artist’s con- 
ception of a battlefield. He has ob- 
served, with a sweat on his brow, a dy- 
ing soldier lying in his gore twisted 
up in a cobweb of barbwire. He has 
then condemned war and praised 
peace. It seems this is as far as any 
indivdiual on earth has gone. It seems 
as if war is bred in human nature; 
‘hat no one has completely quenched 
the thirst of war on this earth which 
has witnessed enough of conflicts. 
Edmund Burke once said in his re- 
ouned speech on conciliation with 
America that one of the ultimate rea- 
sons for the fierce spirit of liberty 
vhich was seemingly prevalent every- 
vhere in America was the fact of the 
‘igh education of the Americans. In- 
stead of using force and coercion as a 
neans to end war, why not use educa- 

| tion which was the cause of this fierce 
spirit of liberty in America during 
Reyolutionary days as a means of end- 
ing war. Teach the common, unthink- 
ing masses to think for themselves, 
instead of letting the dictators and 
legislative bodies do the thinking. The 
American people I believe, are not to 
be considered in the same class as the 
peoples in Europe, with the possible 
exception of England. Our people 
are, for the most part, with reference 
to education, far above the average. 
Yet, among these educated masses, 
how many can discern truth from 
propoganda? How many can tell 
whether the press, the only source 
of information for the masses, is play-

have little weight with the people who 
zonsider them in some form or other 
a radical. ;

Education Grows And Develops Along 
With The Steady Growth Of Necessity 
Of Peace Between Both Men And Minds 


On November 10 the American Legion devoted 
a program of discussion to the “American Youth 
Problem.”

More and more guidance and preparation are 
being introduced as permanent periods for con- 
centration, They are coming to be valued highly 
by both parents and instructors. During the 
years of school attendance certain points are 
stressed with an eye toward the future employ- 
ment or studies of the indivdual student. Pam- 
phlets are distributed and read carefully in order 
to spread valuable information, which the pupil 


may use upon his entrance into the sphere out-|is 


side the school. 

Extra-curricular activities have come into a 
realm of their own as an educational interest. 
Young people will join an after-school group for 
one of two reasons: to further his interest in a 
line of work to be used as a vocation or as a 
means of retiring to things entirely remote from 
regular pursuits for a livlihood. 

Education continues to green the lights for all 
those who have heretofore been oblivious of the 
advantages awaiting them in the innumerable 
fields of business. By patronizing the institu- 
tions for the enlightenment of the illiterate, one 
may feel sure that he is lending a very helping 
hand to society in its effort to reach the goal of 
peace between men and minds,

THE TYPEWRITER AND THE 
PIANO 

The typewriter owes the piano a 
debt which it is now in a position to 
repay. It borrowed from the piano 
the touch method. It can repay— 
how? 

Did you ever desire more independ- 
ence among your fingers? Have you 
ever wished the little finger could de- 
velop as much strength as the index 
finger? ‘That is what the typewriter 
offers. 

In typing, each finger must per- 
form its own task all by itself, else 
the keys become jammed. Moreover, 
each finger must be capable of exert- 
ing exactly the same amount of pres- 
sure as its brothers, if the completed 
work is to present an artistic appear- 
ance. An expert typist simply cannot 
get satisfaction out of producing work 
in which the letters are now heavy, 
now light. 

In short, it is an impossibility to 
type well and not develop that inde- 
pendence of the fingers and evenness 
of touch which are indispensable to 
good piano playing.

and for the second best, an award of 
$500. 

8, An award of $1,000 for the best 
short story, not to exceed 8.000 words, 
on the general theme of “My Place in 
America”, the specific title to be cho- 
sen by the author; and for second 
place, $500. 

Award To Artist 

4, An award of $1,000 for the best 
expression in graphic art on the sub- 
ject of “My Vision for America”; and 
for the second best $500. The artist 
may choose any one of these media of 
expression: painting, water color, pas- 
tel, sketch, photography, etching, wood 
block, and linoleum block, 

5. An additional award of $1,500 to 
the student whose entry in any one of 
these classes is adjudged the most 
original, most constructive, and most 
inspiring in the entire competition, re- 
gardless of the medium of expression,

To protect itself and all competitors 
the magazine is asking that each stu- 
dent who tries for a Forum award be- 
gins by choosing a sponsor, his prin- 
cipal or one of his teachers.

The backfield. was quite easy to se- 
lect with the exception of our choice 
of Gaylord Turner at the blocking 
back post. It was nip-and-tuck all 
season in rehashing the 1937 gridiron 
careers of Turner and Ray Yarman 
of Central, but Turner's sterling de- 
fensive play and unpublicized block- 
ing ability gave him a slight nod over 
Yarman, who, despite his pass sling- 
ing for Central’s Tiger squad was 
relegated to a less conspicuous but 
nevertheless honoyable second team. 

Turner, who carries. a neat 158 
pounds on his well-built 70-inch frame 
looked bad in the Reds’ opener in 
which the entire North eleven fell 
down on their blocking jobs.

California College An- 
nounces Scholarships For 
Freshman Year 


Pomona College, Claremont, Cali- 
fornia is offering twenty-two freshman 
scholarships.

This Week Marks Gentennial 


THE NORTHERNER 


Of “Father Of Lublic Education” 





Many times during the past few years we have been cele- 
brating and commemorating the anniverseries of various and 
sundrey event. Some of these have been of major importance, 
some of minor importance. However, this year and week is the 


centennial landmark of the services of 
Horace Mann. This man, called the 
Father of public-chool education, is 
frequently derided by school children, 
and then, when they are grown to 
maturity, is blessed wholeheartedly by 
all who realize the great aid he has 
been to them in accomplishing their 
ambitions. 

Tt has been said that it is now be- 
coming increasingly difficult to obtain 
a position without an education. Those 
who are fortunate enough to have a 
fine education, culled from the public 
school system of today, owe much of 
their pedigree to the fact that there 
Was a man in the United States who 
realized the value of public educa- 
tion. 

To understand fully the task, Hor- 
ace Mann understood and accom- 
plished, we should first turn back the 
years and see what he faced. 

We are over a hundred years back 
from now. The people were engaged 
in the rebuilding of the country after 
the long ordeal of the Revolutionary 
War. The Constitution was adopted, 
but many were unable to read it. The 
public schools were open only half the 
time and they were considered as pau- 
per schools. 

Horace Mann pondered the situation 
and decided something should be done 
about it. 

Unlike many who decided what to 
do, Mann went ahead and did it. In 
April 1837 a law was passed creating 
a state board of education. Horace 
Mann, as Chairman of the Senate, 
helped secure the passage of the law. 
Energetically, now that he had enter- 
ed the opening wedge, he worked and 
strove further to bring about his life 
ambition. 

Far beyond the bounds of Mass- 
achusetts, his home state, were felt 
the influences of his work. Horace 
Mann came to be known around the 
world as the Great American educa- 
tor. 

The last period of Mann’s life was 
spent in the United States Congress, 
and at Antioch college, of which he 
was the first president. 

Although concerned with the numer- 
ous duties connected with his office, 
he still found time to devote many of 
his spare moments to the cause always 
next his heart—publie school educa- 
tion. 

This strain, coupled with other mat- 
ters, proved too much for him and he 
died on August 2, 1859. 

The following tribute paid Mann 
by France is typical of his fame 
abroad: “it is the schools that will 
generate the world, and a day will 
come when it will be felt that Horace 
Mann is a truly great man and has 
been more useful to the world than all 
the Caesars.” 

We need no written or oral tribute 
to him in the United States—His 
monument and overlasting testimony 
are the schools, and especially the 
public school system of North Amer- 
ica.

The child should be taught 
from the beginning the uselessness of 
greed, of thirst for power. He should 
be taught how to be a better citizen 
instead of being taught how to be a 
good soldier, and he should be taught 
the benefits of righteourness from the 
evil in selfishness, 


Our child is now in school. He be- 
gins to think more for himself disre- 
garding more day by day the ideas of 
others. Here the pupils should be 
taught the glory of peace and the op- 
posite of war. It is the younger set, 
the sanguine credulity of youth, that 
we must impress with the principles of 
peace. The older generation we need 
not worry about; for they have ex- 
perienced the bitterness, the hard 
times, of previous wars. It is the fu- 
ture we must contend with, not the 
past. 

Out of this set develops the leaders 
of tomorrow, a set of thinking leaders 
for a thinking mass. Our leaders will 
have been profoundly educated against 
the thirst of war and power, and 
against auarice. 

Considering these facts, one might 
think me destitute of all patriotism; 
but I am a stern advocate of patrio- 
tism. Without pariotism, no country 
can exist. Patriotism does not always 
have to be in the form of war. There 
are other ways; but if in war we must 
engage, if we are in the right, and if 
negotiations are utterly impossible, 
and if our enemy insist, then conquer 
we must. 

Education and only education can 
change a war-loving people, or an 
over-confident people, or an incom- 
prehending people into a people who 
regard peace and religion above all 
other human “likes”.

The Annual Christmas Seal Sale 
will be underway from Thanksgiving 
to Christmas. Already orders demand- 
ing great numbers of these anti- 
tuberculosis seals from myriads of 
business firms have been mailed. The 
preparations for the Anti-Tuberculo. 
sis League’s biggest drive is under 
way. The offices of this league are 
once more a scene of great activity 
Everything is in readiness for their 
biggest drive, the drive of 1987. 

The penny seal this year will pre 
sent the picture of a bell-ringer with 
his cheery, blood-flushed countenance 
reflected by the glow of the lantern he 
is carrying, standing out against the 
blue background of the sky, which 
blends with the white snow covering 
the ground and houses. The league 
symbolizes the bell this year. Bells for 
centuries have been the harbingers of 
news. The 1937 bell rings out that 
tuberculosis is curable, preventable 
and can be eradicated completely if 
every good citizen does his part. 

Just what is the part every good 
citizen should play if the human 
plague, tuberculosis, is to be blotted 
out? The league calls, not upon the in- 
dividual citizen to perform services 
but rather appeals to the generosity 
of the citizen to contribute personal 
gifts or to buy stamps. To raise 
enough funds to hire an additional 
nurse and to buy food for the camps

Students Point Out Many Things In School Of Benefit 
To Them; Teachers Tell How Students Lose Some Values 


By Dick Roberts 


HE students themselves are the 
ones school is for. It would only 
be right to have them voice 

their own opinions conerning school, 
the teachers, and the subjects, both 
required and extra-curricular. But 
the teachers are the ones who have the 
job of teaching the students, so they 
should have the right to voice opinions 
which have their source in experience 
and which have been a long time in 
the formation. 

Many of the pupils believe English 
is the most important subject taught, 
giving their reason that English is 
the basis of all knowledge. They 
explain that without English there 
would be no teaching or learning. 

Others seem to have the opinion 
that history, the knowledge of man’s 
past, is important and interesting. 
They declare a knowledge of their own 
home land will be very important to 
them in future life, This is naturally 
true. 

Many of the students, when they go 
into later life, will enter certain fields, 
the points of which are not included in 
the regular school subjects. A few of 
these fields are newspaper work, radio 
speech and script arrangement, photo- 
graphy, and other vocations. If in any 
case, the student plans to enter any 


one of these fields he may find real, 
practical experience in the extra-curri- 
cular work which is offered at this 
school, experience which cannot be 
gained through any other medium. 

In the cases where students; have 
already decided upon a vocation, they 
generally have picked as their favor- 
ites and the ones from which they will 
giain the most knowledge subjects 
which deal with their future work. 
Physics always has an attraction for 
those who are preparing for engin- 
eering. Likewise Latin for those who 
are preparing for the medical profes- 
sion. The business courses are inval- 
uable to students who are expecting to 
enter commercial work as stenograph- 
ers or accountants or any other of the 
important business fields. There are 
other instances too, where the tastes 
of the pupil result in his final choice 
of subjects. 

It was the opinion of all the stu- 
dents that the social functions of the 
school are very important in prepar- 
ing them for future life, and in teach- 
ing them how to get along with other 
people. However, it is not only the 
dances and parties, it is the various 
official connections with clubs and or- 
ganizations, which instill a feeling 








of responsibility that could not be 
found elsewhere. Holding any sort of 


position with a club seems to give 
the student more reason for doing 
things in his regular work—more in- 
centive. 

The students showed excellent taste 


| in their choice and gave excellent ideas 


on why their choice was such. They 
explained which subjects from which 
they themselves really received the 
most personal gain. Some of them had 
a bit to say about the teachers. They 
proclaimed that teachers “do not 
understand the younger generation as 
well as they might”, but few of them 
had any improvements to offer or any 
advice for the teachers. 

The_experience that the teachers 
have had with many pupils gives them 
the right to tell what is wrong with the 
pupils—how they “fumble the ball”. 
The teachers say some of the pupils 
do not accept enough responsibility— 
do not understand what a big job this 
learning business is. This is not a 
fault of all pupils—only some of them 
—but enough. 

Some of the pupils who do have the 
time do not put enough effort into 
their studies—their homework—their 
tests. 

“There is really no excuse for not 
studying when the pupil has the time,” 
the teachers assert, “and especially 


nothing.” 

The teachers know of many cases 
where this has happened: where the 
student has had plenty cf time to 
study—and then sits down and leafs 
through some magazine while the pre- 
cious time is flitting. 

Then there are the cases where the 
pupil only half studies what he is 
supposed to be studying—where he 
looks at his assignment, worries about 
how he is going to get it; then when 
the time is all gone and he doesn’t 
have it, he worries about what is going 
to happen to him because he didn’t 
get it. Which is all really very silly, 
the teachers think. Yet this has been 
the cause of more than one failure. 


The student who really benefits 
from school is the one who pays at- 
tention constantly and gets his home- 
work started sometime before mid- 
night—and finished sometime before 
midnight. 

So these are the opinions of teach- 
ers and pupils concerning school. The 
pupils have told us what they believe 
they personally get the most educa- 
tion from at school; the teachers have 
explained where they find the pupils 
making the most mistakes. Now may-

Order All O’er The Country 


A crusade was started recently in San Fran- 
cisco as the result of a school girl’s letter to a 
newspaper complaining that too much home 
work was ruining her health. Difficult courses 
have been pushed into her waking hours just as 
they have been pushed into those of thousands 
of other students. ». 

Dean Grayson N. Kefauver, of Stanford Uni- 
versity School of Education, said: “Schools 
should certainly not require children to work day 
and night. It is not desirable that the school 
monopolize all the time of the pupil. The eight- 
hour law for labor appliés in other connections, 
too.” 

One’Dr. Rena K. Piper, physician, said that 
“school and study should be pleasure, not agony. 
A certain amount of homework is useful, but be- 
fore it is of any use at all, children should be 
taught how to study.” 

A system whereby students would attend 
school from 8 o'clock in the morning to 5 o'clock 
in the afternoon has been proposed. This ar- 
rangement, however, could prove successful only 
if the students used properly the extra time in 
school for study and application for the home- 
work that they would otherwise have to do at 
home.

Bob Nulf, just off the gridiron and 
onto the basketball floor, spent the 
past few days whipping his 1937-38 
cage squad into the best condition 
possible, in wary anticipation of North 
Side’s first opponent, Masonic Home, 
which opposes the Redskins at the 
North Side floor this Saturday, 


The center jump rule. change can 
hardly benefit Nulf and his charges 
for should the Redmentor care to he 
could throw a starting five on the floor 
all of whom are over the six-foot 
mark. Such a team will do him little 
good now for with the jump elimi- 
nated, play is bound to speed up and 
smaller and faster players required. 

A more careful’ analysis, however, 
reveals that should past performances 
be repeated in pre-game practice, the 
first quint of Redskin starters would 
be Horne, Fruechtenicht, Boedeker, 
Werling, and Golden, 

Of these Fruechtenicht, big and well 
built, seems to be the fastest but lacks 
enough aggressiveness to stamp him 
as a first class ball player. Reaching 
six feet and one inch into the strato- 
sphere Fruechtenicht, who has proven 
himself to have a good basket eye, will 
do plenty of rebound work for his 
teammates should his coach find the 
spark which will give the boy a little 
more drive. His build and weight, 168 
pounds, enable him to take care of 
himself in ball scrambles, although his 
defensive tactics are at times a little 
too shoddy. Fire and a bit of brush- 
ing up on basketball's defensive side 
will give Fruechtenicht the necessary 
finish which marks a fine netter. 

Horne, a close friend of Fruechten- 
icht, seems to have acquired a little of 
that non-aggressiveness disease but he, 
unlike his aforementioned buddy, is a 
much better man on defense than on 
the scoring book. Six feet two inches 
of lean, lanky, bone and muscle Horne, 
like Fruechtenicht, is back for his sec- 
ond year on the North varsity. His 
best performance came early in the 
season last winter when he tagged 
Bob Dro, flashy center, in the Berne 
game and held him to a pair of field 
goals. Previous to this Dro had been 
averaging 15 points a game. This is 
just an example of Horne’s ability to 
play good ball when he cares to. Seem- 
ingly slow moving in appearance, he 
manages to get around pretty fast 
where it counts—on the basketball 
floor. He’ll come in handy on rebounds 
but needs a better scoring eye. 

Ed Boedeker, bearing the coolest 
head of the entire squad, has two 
years of varsity experience behind him 
and his sterling play in bolstering the 
entire Red defense last year should 
earn him a starting post without a 
shadow of a doubt. After a mid-season 
slump, Boedeker found his shooting 
range and was one of the sectional 
tourney’s leading scorers despite the 
faet that he had never shown a whole 
lot in the way of offensive ability, Not 
very tall, Ed, however, manages to 
squirm his 159 pounds into plenty of 
held balls and this willingness to scrap 
makes him a much desired ball player. 

Werling and Golden are both small, 
but fairly speedy ball hawks with Wer- 
ling the better all-round player, while 
Golden is a strictly offensive man. The 
best pot shot expert on the squad Gol- 
den should score plenty for the In- 
dians, if he gets the chance and his 
chances are good. Werling, who 
scores consistently on set shots from a 
long range, is a fine defensive man.and 
may warrant a first five post over 
chunky Golden. Both, however, look 
like sure bets for starting positions. 

None of the above quintet can be 
sure of their designated berths with 
boys like Carl Gunkler, Gordon and 
Gaylord Turner, Thurman Hill, and 
Bill Didier, both over the two-yard 
mark, Everett Huth, Dick Russell, an- 
other six footer, all eager to gain 
places on the coveted varsity con- 
tingent.

Radio Employs Electric Organ 

The electric organ, invented by Lau- 
rens Hammond, is being widely adopt- 
ed as a member of the orchestral 
group, as suggested by Walter Dam- 
rosch, Leopold Stokowski and Eugene 
Goossens; and it has been found 
especially suited to the needs of the 
broadcasting studio because of the 
possibilities of the instrument in sim- 
ulating the tone color of the different 
orchestral instruments. These organs 
have been-installed in more than fifty 
stations where they are readily moved 
of the orchestras now playing over 
from studio to studio as needed. Many 
the air are employing the electric 
organ for special tone color effects 
and accoustical mixtures.—Ftude,

Glasses? 

An advertisement that appeared in 
a London paper in 1746 announced 
that the great composer Christoph 
Willibald Gluck, was to give a concert 
on the musical glasses, tuned with 
water. This was given with an or- 
chestral accompaniment. The adver- 
tisement went on to say, “This is a 
new instrument of his invention, on 
which he can play anything written 
for a violin or harp.” It remained for 
Benjamin Franklin, however, to ar- 
range glass discs in a series like the 
seale, on a revolving spindle turned 
with a foot pedal, so that it made a 
musical instrument which he played 
with his moistened fingers and called 
the “Armonica.”

The school paper is very 
often treasured more than other 
papers, and the sensible thing to do 
would be to keep it around the house 
a little longer than other papers—as 
it most often is.

Octette Of Rodents 
In Lab Experiment 


Objects of intense interest to Mr. 
Michand’s health and biology classes 
are the two containers of white rats 
in the laboratory of the biology de- 
partment, The two containers hold 
six and two rats, respectively. 

Mr. Michaud obtained these cat 
tantalizers (rats to you) from a local 
feed company which had used them 
for experimentation in the use of 
vitamins A and D. Six of the nine 
rats were well fed with vitamins, but 
three were so puny and sickly from 
the lack of these important vitamins 
that Mr. Michaud was forced to place 
them apart from the other rats. This 
arrangement proved quite satisfactory 
until it was found that one rodent had 
been devoured by the other two. After 
2 month of feeding and nursing, the 
two sickly rats on a diet containing 
the vitamins A and D, they have 
grown as large and sleek as the six 
healthy: rats. 

The, vitamins A and D with which 
Mr. Michaud has been interested, are 
of a most important nature in our 
diet. Vitamin A, which is. found in 
milk, butter, eges, lettuce and celery, 
is vital to young and old in building 
resistance to disease. Vitamin D is 
far more necessary, yet pitifully lack- 
ing im large quantities. Cod liver oil 
is more plentiful in this vitamin than 
any other substance. The lack of this 
vitamin results in. rickets, a most 
painful disease which some times crip- 
ples and deforms people for life. This 
disease, due to cleaner, more health- 
ful living conditions, is scarce in this 
country in comparison with the gigan- 
tic list of casualties England has com- 
piled in her position as the sorry lead- 
er in this field.

This year the plans have been ad- 
vanced to include a much more exten- 
sive campaign than ever used before. 
Under the direction of Coach Nulf and 
Mr. Dave Hartley, the teams will be 
chosen or appointed tonight immedi- 
ately after school, and all boys inter- 
ested in playing in the games should 
come to the boys’ gym at the set time. 

This year there will be three leagues 
which will see action at least once 
each week. 

One league will be the Varsity 
group, and will be composed of four 
teams. The. players to participate in 
this league will be appointed by Nulf 
and will include members of the sopho- 
more and freshman classes exclusive- 
ly. The boys of this league suported 
on the glm bulletin board. These boys 
will meet twice a week in order to 
give them plenty of experience for 
future varsity play. They will play 
starting Monday, January 1, 1938, 
every Monday in the boys’ gym, 
with the games starting at 3:30 
o’clock. One game will be played on 
each cross court and in this way much 
time will be saved. Then this league 
along with the other two, will play 
again on Fridays. These games will 
be played in both the boys’ and girls’ 
gymnasiums, with the games starting 
at 3:30 o'clock and continuing every 
15 minutes with the halves divided so 
as to alternate between two games. 
Each team will play four rounds or a 
total of twelve games. 

The largest league of the three is 
the Senior loop. This group will be 
made wp of eight teams of six to eight 
members apiece, and is open to any 
boy who is not a regular varsity or re- 
serve performer. The teams of this 
league will play every Friday ac- 
cording to the schedules which will be 
posted upon the bulletin board in the 
boys’ gym every week and which will 
appear weekly in The Northerner. 
This league will play seven games, 
each team playing the other teams 
once. 

The last group iis the Midget league. 
This loop will have but four teams and 
will be open only to boys who weigh 
125 pounds or less. There will be six 
games in this league. Each team will 
play the other teams twice. 

Some of the more important rules 
which will be rigidly enforced are: 

1. All games will be played under 
the official basketball rules. 

2. All teams must be on time for 
their scheduled game at the risk of 
forfeit. 

3. A team must always have five 
players, no games will be played with 
one team haying only four players 
present. 

4, Every player used must be reg- 
istered and qualify for their league 
according to weight, etc.

6. There will be six-minute quarters 
and when the first half of game 1 is 
over, a half of game 2 is played be- 
fore game 1 is finished. 

71. Games that are postponed will be 
played on the earliest date possible. 

8. Every player should be at the 
gym at 3:30 even if they are not 
scheduled to play till later, as a pos- 
sible forfeit will make games played 
earlier than expected. 

9, All players are warned not to 
leave valuables in the locger room be- 
cause of a possibility of theft.

The American Legion Auxiliary 
will co-operate with the Mutual Broad- 
casting System and the Federal Radio 
Theatre in sponsoring an essay con- 
test based on James Truslow Adams’ 
book, “Epic of America.”

‘This number at the upper left hand 
corner is called the call number. You 
should know that the D stands for the 
puthor’s initial which signifies that the 
hook is fiction. Therefore it will prob- 
ably be a reading list book. 

Now suppose you know the name of 
a book, but you don’t know the au- 
thor.

His attention 
was immediately centered on the plat- 
form where Mr. Robert Wyatt of Cen- 
tral High School was introducing the 
United States Senator Gerald P. Nye 
of North Dakota. Despite the bad 
weather the lower floor was practi- 
eally filled. 

In his speech “Neutrality and Ex- 
perience,” Senator Nye said, “If the 
conditions of today continue the 
chances of staying out of war are 
fifty to one. He said the conditions 
of today are identical to those of 
1914, 1915, and 1916, during which 
time we were slowly and surely drift- 
ing into the World War. 

Senator Nye summarized his speech 
in three punpose sentences: (1) “Rare 
indeed is aawar that has accomplished 
anything, (2) Never yet has there 
been an armament race followed by 
peace, (3) On every side are the 
storm signals of war. 

As proof of his first statement he 
presented a verbal picture of our 
“boys in khaki” marching away to 
the “war to end war,” “the war to 
make the world safe for democracy,” 
“the war to suppress militarism.” 
This war did not-accomplish any of 
the objectives our soldiers fought for. 
Since the World War we have had 
two outstanding wars; first, the Ethi- 
opian campaign of Italy and second- 
ly, the yet not finished Sino-Japanese 
war. 
the world sate for democracy, for at 
the time being there are more dicta- 
torships and other forms of central- 
ized power in one person than ever 
existed during the World War days. 
As examples of how we didn’t sup- 
press militarism he talked of Ger- 
many and Italy of today. 

Senator Nye expressed a sincere 
hope that the world as a whole would 
see the futility of war. He pointed 
out the fact that the’ United States 
spent one hundred billion dollars and

Arriving a bit late he unobtrusively slipped into the last 





treaty making for more wars. Senator 
Nye gave a very convincing account 
of what could have been done with 
the one hundred billion dollars had it 
not been designated to construct ma- 
chines to destroy youthful lives. He 
said that with this money a sizeable 
farm and a modern house could be 
given to practically every family in 
the northern hemisphere with the ex- 
ception of those in Asia. 

He presented the story of the good 
times which existed before we entered 
the war, during which time the peo- 
ple of the United States were work- 
ing night and day manufacturing ar- 
maments with which to supply the 
waring nations of Burope. He didn’t 
need to say much of the bad times 
which came as a result of the World 
War for the depression of 1929-1935 
which even exists at the present time 
is still fresh in our minds. 

He pointed out the irony of the 
story of a U. S. soldier going to Ger- 
many to fight war machines invented 
by his own countrymen. As an ex- 
ample, he told of the submarine in- 
vented by an American and sold to 
Germany because they were the high- 
est bidders. 

Senator Nye said he could find no 
cause for war at the present time. 
He said that if Japan should be given 
enough rope she would eventually 
hang herself as have all the other 


‘nations which have tried to subjugate 


China during its centuries of exist- 
ence, 

Senator Gerald P. Nye was present- 
ed by the Fort Wayne Teachers’ As- 
sociation.

Road building and vehicle development have 
been the greatest progressive strides on this con- 
tinent in the past fifteen years.

Uivid Letter From Shanghai War Correspondent Describes 
“Newcomer’s Impression Of “Undeclared” Oriental War Fronts

(From facts by War Correspondent 

Blake Gearhart, of the Japanese- 

Domei Tsushin-Sha Agency.) 

Directly from the scene of the bat- 
tle in Shanghai, China, we have re- 
ceived a letter which vividly describes 
the true feelings of an American in 
Shanghai, oriental city of war and 
strife. The American is Mr. Blake 
Gearhart, who, since his arrival in 
Shanghai, has become a self-styled 
*“Sampan Sam.” 

While he is a newcomer in Shan- 
ghai, he is no watery novice when it 
comes to action and adventure. And 
he has been in China before. It just 
happened that the call of the East 
got him, as he hiniself explains. He 
is in Shanghai at this very moment 
working for a Japanese news service 
on a good salary. 

t scarcely seems possible that only 
three months ago I was talking to Mr. 
Gearhart here in Fort Wayne. That 
was two days before he left for Se- 
attle, Washington, and thence, Shan- 
ghai by way of Hong-Kong. 

Mr. Gearhart didn’t make up his 
mind suddenly and then go; he plan- 
ned in advance several years. The 
eall of the East was in his veins and 
he meant to obey it. 

He worked as a reporter on a local 
newspaper in order to pave his way 
with certainty. And he did just that. 
A seasoned newspaperman, he led a 


rather interesting life as a reporter in 
this country. 

In October, 1937, he bade adios to 
Fort Wayne and headed for Seattle, 
Washinzton. It was Seattle to Hong- 
Kong, with two weeks on the high 
seas. Here is the first dispatch: 

October 23, 1937. 
| Aboard: President Grant. 
! New close to Japanese coast—near- 
ing Kobi. Had a rough, stormy cross- 
jing. Due in Hong-Kong October 29; 
efter that it’s every man for him- 
jselz. Six bells and all’s well. More 
later. B.W.G.

zone—an American getting his first 
| Zlances at the Sino-Japanese war. He 
‘sailed from Hong-Kong on an Italian 
jsteamer. (The Italians have monop-

From then on? Here are Blake 
Geanhart’s own words: 
Shanghai, China.

This is an incredible town; imagine 
erayon drawing of Cruikshank, 
Benda end Maxfield Parrish rolled to- 
gether with lines by Francois Villon. 
(I think there’s a street named after 
the last-named gent in Frenchtown.*) 

Condition of the beggars is pitiful 
to a now arrival but the old-timers 
eet hardened. There are said to be 
250,000 to 800,000 refugees in Shan- 
ghai aren and most of them are on 
relief. They have no WPA here. Sev- 
eral thousand are sleeping in the 
worn streets of the settlement. The 
press said last week that “hundreds” 
were freezing to death every day.

Since in the winter time many ath- 
letie minds are turned to winter’s 
crime sport, ice skating, some inter- 
asting facts concerning this sport 
should ke of some interest. 

Skating as primitive man looked 
upon it Was not a sport, but rather a 
neans of progression over the ice, a 
neans of traveling, Perhaps the ear- 
iest form of skates was the Norse 
2ontribution, It was a shin or rib bone 
sf some animal fastened to the foot. 
Skates of this type might be observed 
n the Guildhall collection in London. 
The date of the origin of the skate 
‘vith metal runners is unknown, but 
:t is likely that its beginning was 
sometime back in the third century. 
Phis skate was still quite primitive. 
A metal blade was driven into a block 
af wood, The block was then strapped 
20 the foot. 

Holland, it seems, is still the best 
sountry for skating‘; aside from prac- 
vical uses, it is their national sport. 
The other notable skating countries 
wre Russia, Norway, and Germany. 
ngland, although not originally a 
skating country, has picked up the 
ways of the other countries. The 
Jmited States and Canada have pro- 
luced many fast skaters who vie with 
be best of those abroad. Several of 
‘he fastest skating records have been 
made on the Hudson river, although 
Minnesota and the middle west gener- 
ily take the honors now. 

In 1884 a national amateur associa- 
sion was formed with W. B. Curtis as 
president. The club has held success- 
‘ul championship contests ever since. 
European skating champs soon found 
worthwhile competitors here in the 
United States and Canada. 

The National Skating Association 
of the United States has champion- 
ship contests for both speed and for 
igure skaters, which are held annual- 
‘y usually in the neighborhood of New 
York City.

Ten Institutions Of Higher 
Learning List Qualifica- 
tions For Awards 


Seniors To Take Competi- 
tive Tests For 1938 
Merits 


Many scholarships are being offered 
to the graduating seniors of 1938. 
At DePauw University, four-year 
scholarships, in the College of Liberal 
Arts, valued at one thousand dollars 
each, will be given. 

The candidates must be young men 

of high character who rank in the up- 
per ten per cent of their graduating 
class. 
- Othey scholarships may be received 
from Goucher College. This college 
offers regional scholarships, a tuition 
of $450 for 1938-89. Two szholarshipe 
will be awarded on tthe basis of ac- 
vademic records, scholastic aptitude 
test records and other pertinent infor- 
mation. To be eligible for these schol 
arships one must have been previously 
accepted as a freshman by the com- 
mittee of admission of Goucher Col- 
lege and must be planning to reside 
in one of the residential hails. 

Cornell University offers regional 
scholarships in engineering. Thirty 
scholarships will be awarded in 1932 
to high school seniors chosen from 
fifteen districts. Each scholar will re- 
ceive $400 a year, provided his schol- 
astie standard remains at the required 
level. They will be awarded on the 
basis of scholarship, character and 
general ability. 

Tho Mills College of Oakland, Cali- 
fornia, is giving a scholarship, name- 
ly, the Trustee Freshman Scholarship. 
The candidate must rank in the upper 
five per cont of graduating class. 

The Johns Hopkins University of 
Baltimore, Maryland, iis giving an 
Open Schalarship. It is cpen to young 
men of exceptional ability. They will 
be given free tuition, renewable from 
year to year. There are no examina- 
tions required, but personal interview 
is required. 

The Barnard College, Columbia Uni- 
versity, is piving Regional Scholar- 
ships in Indiana. 

The Olivet College of Olivet, Michi- 
gan, is giving schclerships for writ- 
ing. The offer is four scholarships. 
They cover the Olivet Writing Con- 
ference. Two of these will be given 
to the student who submits manu 
script in open competition, two will 
be awarded to teachers under whom 
the werk has been done. There will 
be a scholarship for prose and poetry. 

The Armor Institute of Technology 
in Chicago will award five scholar- 
ships of one year each to male grad- 
uates of. February,’ 1938, from ac- 
credited public or private high schools. 
The scholarship includes free tuition 
for the second semester of 1937-’38. 
The tuition amounts to $300. 

This scholarship is based upon rat- 
ing determined by consideration of 
personality and scholastic record in 
high school and on the extra-curricu- 
lar achivities and the acquired fitness 
of the candidate. 

Harvard University is giving na- 
tional scholarships to enable young 
men of outstanding ability and prom- 
ise to come to Harvard, no matter 
what their financial circumstances 
may be. In 1938 at least ten national 
scholarships will be awarded to in- 
coning freshmen residing in Ohio, In- 
diana, Jllinois, Michigan, Wisconsin 
Minnesota, Iowa, Missouri, Kentucky 
or Tennessee. 

To be considered for a national 
scholarship an applicant must satisfy 
the admission requirements. Awards 
will be made on the basis of the aca- 
demie* record in school, scores on spe- 
cial scholarship examinations, and on 
the recommendations of others con- 
cerning character and intellectual and 
participation in extra-curricular ac- 
tivities. These scholarships range 
from $100 to a maximum of $1,000.

To Be Enforced 


Limited Number Of Offices 
Can Be Held By 
Students 


In order ito give as many people as 
possible opportunity to hold positions 
of leadership in the extra-curricular 
activities at North Side, the follow- 
ing regulations shall be in force: A 
person may be president of only one 
organization at a time, and any of- 
ficer in not more than two. The pub- 
lisher of The Northerner and the edi- 
tor of The Legend have the same rank 
as presidents. Tihe following have 
the same positions as officers of an 
organization: Of The Northerner, the 
managing editor, editor, news editor, 
copy editor, business manager and ithe 
cireulation manager are the same as 
officers; of The Legend, the business 
manager and the circulation manager. 
The cheer leaders, student manager 
of music and athletics and the stage 
manager are also officers. 

The presidents of these organiza- 
tions must make passing grades in all 
their studies; other officers follow the 
athletic eligibility rules. The office 
will approve the list of nominees be- 
fore election. If he is elected to more 
than two offices (or two presidencies) 
the member chooses the office he 
wishes. Then if a resignation must 
be made, the vacancy will be filled 
iby the defeated candidate. 

A person may not succeed himself 
in an office that he holds for a year. 
Also a person may not be chairman 
of more than two committees at the 
same time. The following rank the 
Same as committee chairmenships: A 
lead in a play, a member of a major 
athletic team, a member of varsity 
debate team, the boys’ sports director 
and the make-up editor. 

A person may not take part in more 
than four activities or clubs at the 
same time, not counting student coun- 
cil or honor societies.

By Famous Orchertra; 
Interviews Conductor

As your reporter and his friend ap- 
proached the Shrine Theatre, Thurs- 
day, January 20, we were held in a 
feeling of suspense, wondering and 
waiting for the great spectacle that 
was to come, For it ‘has been six 
vears since a great orchestra visited 
"ert Wayne. When we entered the 
‘seatze, a sudden feeling of tenseness 
overcame both of us, and this never 
left us till we left. 

After we were seated, we read our 
program and found that the first num- 
ber was the Overture to “Euryanthe” 
by von Weber. This number meant 
moze to me because in a concert of 
the Fort Wayne Civic Symphony held 
recently, this piecé was included and 
it is my privilege to be a member of 
this most worthy organization. . The 
next number was Beethoven’s Sym- 
phony No, 5 in C Minor, opus 67, 
which included the Allegro con brio, 
Andante con moto, Allegro: Trio and 
Finale: Allegro, This piece is de- 
serintive of the loves of Ludwig von 
Beethoven, and it depicts how he was 
never without a love. The “Fate” 
theme opens the symphony and is car 
ried throughout the entire composi- 
tion. When this piece was over and 
the director, Vladimir Golschmann, 
whom this reporter interviewed, as 
vou will read later, left the stage, he 
made three curtain calls and left the 
stage on one of the most enthusiastic 
applauses eyer heard at the Shrine 
Theatre. 

After the intermission the orchestra 
oroceeded with the Prelude to “Lohen- 
vrin” by the famous German composer 
Wagner, and then the Scherzo, “L’Ap- 
nventi Sorcier” (“The Sorcerer's Ap- 
prentice”) by the modern composer 
Paul Dukas. This composition is very 
lescriptive and tells the story of an 
old Greek legend about-a certain sor- 
serer who could change him back to 
he broomstick. As the story goes, 
the sorcerer’s apprentice learned the 
magic words and when the sorcerer 
was away changed the broomstick into 
aman. He immediately set the man 
to work filling the tub for a bath. 
Finally when the tub was filled, he 
tried to stop the man, but to his sur- 
prise he could not remember the 
magic words. The house ~ became 
flooded with water, and the apprentice 
hunted the country side for the sor- 
eerer. Finally after a long search, 
ho found him and told him/of his 
light. The sorcerer immediately said 
the magic words, and the man imme- 
diately became a broomstick again. 
After this piece the symphony ren- 
dered Prelude to “L’Apres Midi d’un 
Taune” (“The Afternoon of a Faun”) 
by Debussy, another modern com- 
poser. The last number on the pro- 
gram was Polovtsian Dances from 
“Prince Ogpr” by Borodin. Imme- 
diately following the conclusion of this 
number, there was a burst of applause 
that seemed to rock the very building. 
This continued until the orchestra had 
completed five encores. This was 
something that the music lovers of 
Tort Wayne had been looking forward 
to for a long time, and ovhen it finally 
came they had the greatest enjoyment 
of a lifetime. fi 

The St. Louis Symphony has been 
established for more than twenty 
years and has many of the nation’s 
foremost artists in its company. 

After a lengthy interview with 
Vladimir Golschmann, the conductor, 
your reporter and his friend left the 
Shrine Theatre with a memory of the 
great orchestra that will last forever.

Eskay’s Methods 
Safeguard Milk 


Pasteurization, Equipment Mak- 
ing Contact By Hands Un- 
necessary, Protects Public. 


Pure fresh milk, which is an essen- 
tial factor in everyone's diet, passes 
through several rigid tests at the re- 
modeled Eskay Dairy before it is cir- 
culated to the public. 

Huge stainless steel machines are 
used in the manufacture of the Eskay 
products. 


The first step in the pasteurization 
of milk starts when the raw milk 
leaves the storage tanks and is sent 
in to the large heating coils. There 
it is heated to a temperature of 14314 
degrees Fahrenheit. The milk is kept 
at this temperature in the holding 
tanks for thirty minutes. All disease 
bacteria are killed in this process. 
Next the milk is sent to a cooling tank 
where the temperature is quickly 
dropped to 88 degrees. The sudden 
cooling is also protective, preventing 
the start of bacteria in the milk. 

As soon as the milk is cooled, it is 
placed in bottles and then capped. 
This capping and bottling machine 
joins the cooling tank. It is then sent 
along a conveyor to the storage rooms, 
which are kept at a temperature of 
38 degrees. During the course of this 
process, the bottles and caps do not 
come in contact with the hands, but 
are completely handled by the ma- 
chines. The machines haye a capac- 
ity of 120 bottles per minute. 

In the bottle washing room utmost 
care is taken in making sure the bot- 
tles are thoroughly cleansed.

The Eskay Dairy was started in 1922. Since then it has.grown 
by leaps and bounds. Now it sells many dairy products; among 
them being milk, cream, buttermilk, lactic (sour cream), butter, 
homogenized milk, (in which the milk will not settle for a long 


time, guernsey milk (4.5 more butter 
fat), coffee cream, whipping cream, 
chocolate milk, cottage cheese, spread- 
ing cream cheese, and ice cream mix- 
ture. 

The Eskay dairy also handles Bire- 
ley’s orange juice. The pure fruit 
that is used in the making of this 
drink is shipped directly to the Eskay 
Dairy from Bireley’s farm just out- 
side of Hollywood in enamel-lined 
cans that have just been developed 
for this use. The oranges used are of 
the best possible kind. They begin 
ripening im early April and the sea- 
son lasts until October. However, the 
oranges used to make the fruit juice 
are purchased in June and a few 
months following so as to get the best 
oranges obtainable, When the juice 
arrives in Fort Wayne, it has water 
added to it as well as sugar, as it is 
fixed at home, and then it is heated 
to a temperature of 175 degrees. It 
has cooled only 10 degrees by the time 
it is sealed. Metal caps are used to 
seal the bottles so that they are posi- 
tively air-tight. When cooling, a 
vacuum is formed. After this process 
is completed, the work to make the 
juice as safe as possible is finished. 

Chocolate Milk Sold 


Another very popular product sold 
by the Eskay Dairy is Soleo, the 
chocolate milk drink. This drink is 
sold just like ordinary milk. It has 
special food matter in it; so it is 
very healthful. Children seem to pre- 
fer it above other drinks, 

Homogenized milk is a certain type 
of milk being used more every day. It 
is made in a stainless steel Homo- 
genizer, which develops 2,000 pounds 
pressure. The butter churn is right 
next to the homogenizer.

Senate Filibuster 
Carries Right Of 
“Free Speech” Too Far 


For a month all important legislation in the 
Capitol has been held up by the Senate’s filibus- 
tering over the Anti-Lynching bill. 

The southern senators know they are in the 
minority, but hope to stall the vote on it until 
they find some way to get rid of the bill. 

In cases of extreme need, such as just before 
the World War, Congress has introduced a bill to 
limit debate. This would mean that the senators 
be allowed no more than an hour, thus not per- 
mitting them to carry on their extensive debate. 
Some senators thinking this bill is to limit debate, 
would not conform to the right of free speech. 
But is it any worse to limit debate than to de- 
stroy a bill after it had been introduced without 
taking a vote on it?, especially when the major- 
ity is in favor of the bill? 

The President hopes to have all business taken 
care of before June. This would mean that he ex- 
pects Congress to be in session about five 
months. The combined salaries of the entire Sen- 
ate are about $965,000. By dividing, we find the

000. Adding the Vice President’s salary for one 
month, we get as a result the astounding figure 
of $196,000. ; 

Imagine $196,000 being wasted because a mi- 
nority of Senators do not want a bill passed.

The C.S.P.A. was organized at Co 
lumbia University in 1924. At tha 
time’the organization represented only 
editors of preparatory school publica 
tions in the Metropolitan area of New 
York, However, at the annual Con 
ference in March, 1924, it was decided 
to form an organized League of Schoo" 
Publications, under the guidance o- 
Mr. Joseph M. Murphy. Since tha‘ 
date, the membership in the leaguc 
has steadily increased. The North 
emer joined the league in 1929, the 
first year Miss Rowena Harvey, ad 
viser, was here, 

When this association was organ 
ized the founders had definite aims in 
mind.

To maintain the school press as an 
instrument published by students, for 
students, and containing news of stu- 
dent activities; 

To consider it always as an instru 
ment. in the educational, development 
of youth and not as an end in itself; 

To conduct contests only to stimu- 
late greater efforts on the part of 
students and advisers to make their 
publications better than they are; 

To publish the best examples of 
current student writing in the journal 
of the association, “The School Press 
Review,” as an incentive to higher 
standards of news’ and literary an- 
deavor. 

To play the game for the fun of the

Program To Be Sponsored 
By NBC Network And 
Scholastic Weekly — 


Contest Open To. All Junior, 
Senior High Schools Of 
The Nation 





A nation-wide broadcasting contest 
for junior and senior high schools in 
which the winning school will have an 
opportunity to be heard over a coast- 
to-coast NBC network, was announced 
today by the joint sponsors, the Na- 
tional Broadcasting Company and 
Scholastic, the American high school 
weekly. 

Broadcasting units from four dif- 
ferent schools will be. selected by a 
series of elimination auditions within 
four geographical zones. The school 
winning the grand national prize for 
the best performance over a national 
hookup of NBC stations will receive 
a gold finished microphone as a tro- 
phy of outstanding merit. The stu- 
dent groups from each of the four 
geographical zones will be heard on 
the air sometime next May. The 
exact date and time of the broadcast 
is to be announced later, 

All competing programs will be en- 
tirely student performed, but aid from 
teachers and radio and dramatic 
coaches in planning and preparing the 
acts will be permitted. To utilize the 
best possible talents within the vari- 
ous schools, no restrictions will be 
placed on ithe kinds of programs. They 
may include music, drama, talks or 
any kind of entertainment. All broad- 
easts are to be 15 minutes long. 


‘Schools desiring to enter the contest 
will apply for auditions through the 
NBO-Scholastic Radio committee, Ra- 
dio City, New York. The committee 
will arrange for auditions through 
local co-operating stations. 

Full details of the contest were 
published in the December 18 issue 
of the Scholastic, 

The Literary Division offers cash 
prizes ranging from $5 to $50 for 
original poetry, short stories, essays, 
plays and articles. Work will be judg- 
ed by a distinguished committee of 
authors, teachers and critics. 

The other divisions of the contest 
are art, creative music and news ex- 
amination. 

The Radio Contest is designed for 
high school clubs. A club which wishes 
to enter the contest must have a 
teacher, or the principal as their back- 
ers. Only one club from each high 
school will be allowed to enter. 

South Side’s Radio Players have al- 
ready entered the contest. They will 
present a dramatized skit as their 
program. 

The deadline for entering the con- 
test will be March 1, 1938. 

As yet North Side has not entered 
a club group in the contest but it is 
expected that some group will be ent- 
ered in the near future.

Recently some discussion has been aroused 
over the efforts of various civic groups to raise 
a fund for the Sino-Japanese war refugees. 

Frankly, we feel that such a fund could be used 
to better advantage. Has it never occurred to 
the advocates of the motion that there are re- 
fugees in the United States? And furthermore 
have they failed to realize that these American 
refugees have a far stronger appeal? 

Does it not seem logical that an American, 
forced, by an inequality in our social and eco- 
nomic scale, to subsist on relief funds, should be 
considered first? 

True, help thy neighbor is a heart-stirring 
phrase. Yet, is an American on relief deemed 
less of a neighbor, than his Chinese counterpart 
across the sea? 

We are forced to acknowledge that the state 
of the Chinese refugees is indeed pitiable. How- 
ever, we must just as forcibly admit that the 
squalor and poverty of some of the New World 
slums is equally pitiable. 

In addition, the standard of living in the 
United States, scaling the heights as it does, im- 
pounds a greater handicap on those unable to 
meet its demands. 

‘A Chinese coolie may be able to live a week on 
an American dime. Would it not be fully as 
humane to have that silver jingling in a Yankee 
laborer’s jeans?

The North Side cafeteria under the 
supervision of Miss DeVilbiss has seen 
much action and had a very heavy 
business the first three days of our 
new semester, Our cafeteria is one 
of the most modern of its type and 
is being run by a reliable staff. 

Many interesting facts can be de- 
rived from statistics given by Miss 
Laurinda DeVilbiss. The cafeteria has 
a seating capacity of 350, but on 
Wednesday, January 26, approximate- 
ly 500 students were fed. The walls 
were lined with students who were 
unable to find seats and had to eat 
from the window ledges. In spite of 
this crowded condition, the line, which 
was about three times the length of 
the cafeteria railing, moved rapidly 
along. Mr. Dave Hartley assisted 
Miss DeVilbiss in managing the line. 
It was estimated that 300 students 
waited their turn in line at the cafe- 
teria railing and were all served. 
Many others formed lines at the sand- 
wich and candy counters. These stu- 
dents, not counting sixth period stu- 
dents who came from band and or- 
chestra practice, totaled approxi- 
mately 500. 

Reasons for the large number of 
pupils in the cafeteria these past few 
days can be accounted for in several 
ways, The bad weather brings many 
who would in milder weather go home 
for their lunch. Pupils who do not 
have their programs definitely ar- 
ranged stay for their lunch periods 
and straighten them out. Many fresh- 
men stayed for the thrill, along with 
other upper classmen who liked to 
visit and have good times talking to 
their fellow students. 

On Tuesday, January 25, about $65 
was taken in, and on Wednesday, Jan- 
uary 26, $75 was taken in. An inter- 
esting comparison is that on these 
same days last year, $64 and $54, re- 
spectively, were taken in. Those fig- 
ures alone show the increase of busi- 
ness in our school cafeteria. This 
cafeteria is not run on a profit basis; 
only enough money is made on the 
food to pay expenses. 

Larger quantities of food were pre- 
pared and even more than usual to 
take care of the annual beginning of 
semester crowds. Ten gallons of soup, 
one-half bushel or 18 pounds of pota- 
toes, and 15 pounds of beans were 
prepared, plus the other food which'is 
regularly on the menu, All of this 
food was sold and even more could 
have been used had it been prepared. 
Miss DeVilbiss says that even though 
the popular foods give out, no one will 
ever go hungry in our North Side 
cafeteria.

With the passing of Emiliano Zapata, Pancho Villa, and the 
Revolution which came to an end in 1920, it was discovered that 










Charles E, Dickinson. 


Mexico, in many ways a modern nation, was lacking in unity 


because of the difficulty of spr 


country whose people could not read, 
and many of whom could not under- 
stand the national language of Mexi- 
co, Spanish. The latter was attributed 
to the fact that the Indians, the group 
that composes most of the Mexican 
population, who live mostly in scat- 
tered villages spoke only their Indian 
tongue, Aztec or some other Indian 
language, 

To combat this weakness, Jose Vas- 
econcelos, the minister of Education in 
President Obregon’s government, 
founded the movement for an educa- 
tion for all peoples of Mexico, 

The first step towards an educated 
Mexico were the “missionaries” or 
rural schools. These missionaries 
were established in remote villages. 
The teacher was a local young man 
or woman who could read and write 
Spanish, who knew the fundamentals 
of arithmetic, and, most important, 
was eager to teach his fellow villag- 
ers the way to a better life. The 
schoolhouse was usually built by the 
villagers and was white washed in- 
side and out. Over the door was 
painted Casa del Pueblo, the House 
of the People, since it was made by 
the villagers and would become the 
center of village life. 

The next step was the development 
of the cultural missions. The mis- 
sions were composed of people train- 
ed in agriculture, arts and industries, 
medicine, and social work. Headquar- 
ters were set up in some big village 
accessible to smaller villages where 
there were the rural schools. Every 
year the teachers of the rural schools 
would come and study for a month 
and then take back new ideas to their 
students. 


In 1925 another interesting experi- 
ment in Indian education was begun 
in Mexico City, calle dthe School for 
the Native Student. Here two hun- 
dred boys from primitive Indian 
tribes who had avoided contact with 
the white man’s civilization came to 
study. It proved that if given equal 
opportunity the Indian boys were just 
as intelligent as their white brothers. 
It was hoped that after two year’s 
training the boys would go back to 
be teachers among their own people. 
This proved not so successful since 
the Indian boys, introduced to  civili- 
zation, and city life, did not wish to 
go back to their primitive villages, 
and yet they were uprooted with no 
real life of their own if they stayed 
in the city. 

After some years of experiment 
the school was closed and in its place 
centers of education were started in 
the primitive. regions where the 
Indian tribes lived. There are ten of 
these, calléd centers of Indigeous 
Education. Besides learning Spanish, 
art and other subjects, the Indians 
are taught to live more happily and 
ealthfully in their natural surround- 
ings and are led to a spirit of help- 
fulness, so that they will teach their 
friends when they return home. 

Besides the rural schools and cen- 
ters for Indian education, eight 
regional agricultural schools have 
been established. While there the 
raising of cattle and development of 
crops are studied and the theories 
that are learned in the classrooms 
are put to use on broad acres of 
haciendas. They also have a labora- 
tory for agricultural experiment in 
each of the eight schools. 

The University of Mexico, the old- 
est university on the American conti- 
nent, is now co-educational. The Na- 
tional Preparatory School, in which 
all students for the university take 
their preliminary courses and de- 
grees, are likewise now co-education- 
al. Since the colleges of the univer- 
sity are in various parts of Mexico 
City, there is no campus life. The 
students of the school of medicine 
have their classes in the grim old 
building which was the prison of the 
terrible Inquisition introduced into 
Mexico by the Dominicam, fracas. 
Their dissecting room, ironically 
enough, is the torture chamber where 
many victims suffered under the fury 
of monks and bishops. 





The ancient church of San Pedro 


and San Pablo is now a public lecture 
hall, and its convent houses being a 
high school, a barracks for soldiers, 
and the Workshop School of Sculp- 
ture. 

Education in Mexico has had only 
its start, The road is long and diffi- 
cult since its people are a mixed 


eading news and ideas over a 


race and are in different stages of 
civilization. In spite of discourage- 
ments, the rural and agricultural 
schools still continue their hard 
struggle to overcome ignorance to 
make Mexico a united land.

Trying To Repair - 
Radio Can Lead 
But To One Thing 


By Dick Roberts 

I have often wondered how to fix 
the radio—and just what to do with 
the stuff inside when I have it out 
and can’t get it in again. At last I 
have solved the problem—I think. I 
took apart two radios last week and 
being enlightened on the subject felt 
fit and proper enough to inform my 
fellowmen concerning the ghastly sub- 
ject. 

There are hundreds of things that 
can happen to a radio. They are 
either (1) Curable, or (2) Non-cur- 
able. When you don’t know what is 
wrong with the blasted thing, you 
might as well buy a new one. 

When your radio goes on the blink, 
you should always start in by looking 
for the cause, or the symptoms, They 
are usually: (1) Too much noise, 
(2) No noise, or (3) The wrong kind 
lof a noise. We shall go into that later. 

Now in order to fix a radio one 
should be acquainted with the ‘parts, 
or those little doothingies on the in- 
terior of the set. Then, if you have 
to give up and call a service man, you 
can at least tell him what is wrong, 
and that will make you feel good. (It 
will make him feel mad.) 

Of course, it is always possible that 
a mouse might crawl into it and cook, 
but that is a minor cause of trouble. 

The parts: That big thing on the 
back of the dial is the rotary conden- 
sor. It looks like a boiled egg slicer, 
but it is the condensor, That is a very 
simple mechanism. If anything goes 
wrong with it, you can use your own 
judgment and fix it with a hammer. 
Those little things that look like 
cough drops are condensors ‘and re- 
sistors. I don’t know what they are 
for. I think they neutralize something. 
Whatever that means. They might 
just condense and resist. After all, 
that is what they should do. 

Then there is the power transform- 
er. I can’t describe it to you very well. 
It’s big and black. It has a lot of wires 
sticking out of it; colored wires. I 
don’t know why the wires are colored. 

That’s about all the parts there 
are—Oh there are coils and other 
things that don’t do much good any- 
way. They can fix the condensors up 
in a Jot of shapes, so if you don’t know 
what something is call it a condenso 

Now for the symptoms. If there is 
too much noise, the best thing to do is 
open up the set and take out the loud- 
speaker. The speaker is that big paper 
bucket. Just stuff a towel or some- 
thing into it and the thing will be 
fixed. If there isn’t any noise, you 
should do one of several §hings: you 
can pick up the radio and shake it; 
you can lay it on the ground and sock 
it with a hammer; or you can just 
stand there and cuss it. The latter 
practice is the easiest although not 
the most effective. 

The next thing you are likely to 
find wrong with it is really the most 
annoying of all troubles: static and 
interference. There are different types 
of noises, and it is best to classify 
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nation’s or the world’s most brilliant 
seriptists. Says you:

tive to the tired judges’ eyes—and, in 
a few weeks learned that my scenario 
had been judged best for use in mak- 
ing the school motion picture.” 

That is the end of your story about 
the first step to fame.

YEARS IMPRISONED FACTS

The Philippines: 
Should They Be Free? < 


Do you think that the Philippines should be 
freed? That is the burning question that has 
confronted the nation’s leaders since the com- 
mencement of the Sino-Japanese War. 

The more serious thinkers among the island- 
ers have begun to wonder whether the freedom 
they would attain from the Philippine Independ- 
ance Act would last very long with a greedy 
Japan waiting eagerly to devour the hapless 
republic. 

Under the conditions of the Hawes Cutting 
Act of 1935, the Philippines are to receive their 
Independance in 1946. Two years ago this 
seemed the advisable course to pursue, but with 
the trouble brewing in the Orient, the procedure 
is beginning to lose some of its attractive quali- 
ties. The concensus of opinion in some quarters 
is that in reality the act of setting the islands 
free would be merely to hand them over to 
Japan. 

What then has been proposed as the solution 
to the knotty problem? 

Why would it not be possible to make the 
Philippines a dominion? England has used the 
dominion idea successfully in her dealings with 
Canada. In this manner, the islands would be 
assured of a maximum of independence and a 
minimum of curtailment. At any rate, would it 
not be better to postpone the granting of free- 
dom for another ten years? This is one way to 
be sure that Japan will not take advantage of 
the accompanying weakness of the new nation to 
inerease her possessions.

Will Open In ’39 


Exposition To Commemor- 
ate First Inauguration Of 
George Washington 





The New York World’s Fair, which 
will open April 30, 1939, will com- 
memorate the anniversary of the in- 
auguration of the first President of 
the United States, George Washing- 
ton. In the Central Mall. which will be 
a mile long and laid across the main 
exhibit area, will be statues, relief 
fieures, and murals telling the story 
of the seven and a half devades of the 
existence of the demovratic govern- 
ment of the United States. 


A sixty-five foot portrait statue of 
George Washington, a group of four 
statues representing freedom of the 
press, freedom of religion. freedom of 
assembly, and freedom of speech will 
be placed at different places in the 
Mell. Leo Friedlander will be the 
sculptor of the four statues and 
James Earl Fraser will do the work 
on Washington. 

The highest sun ‘dial ever construct 
ed will also be a feature of the Mall 
This work will be done by Paul Man 
ship, who designed our own Lincoln 
Life statue of Abraham Lincoln. The 
sun dial will actually tell the Fair 
visitors the time of day. 

There will also be groups of build- 
ings showing exhibits from the sixty 
participating nations. Near these will 
be benches under tall trees, and many 
fountains and waterfalls will be fea- 
tured as the quiet, restful middle sec- 
tion of the Mall. For a stretch of 
nearly two thousand feet not a light 
bulb will be visible, the effect of semi- 
dark being created by a soft glow re- 
fleted from mercury vapor lamps 
sunk in the ground. 

Folk-iore which has come down 
through the years in America will be 
shown in sculpture on the Mall. Such 
figures as Johny Appleseed, and Paul 
Bunyan will be shown, 

Grover A. Whalen, president of the 
Fair, has said, “The sculpture in the 
Mall and its backgrounds will be both 
inspirational and educational. It will 
represent the true picture of America 
in history and folk-lore in the very 
center of the most forward looking 
exposition of all time, presented in 
the modern way to carry out the 
theme of the Fair — “Building The 
World of Tomorrow.”

Led by Don Ormiston’s driving 
legs and flaming courage, the North 
Side High School track team success- 
fully defended the runner-up position 
which last year’s track team had won 
in the annual Gary Relays.

Hammond’s thinly clads defin- 
jtely established themselves as threats 
for the State Championship by clear-

Every Wednesday night these girls 
spend about an hour and a half in 
practicing the various tests which 
they must pass before they can be 
ziven certificates from the American 
National Red Cross. To develop en- 
durance in swimming, they have been 
required to swim a certain amount of 
lengths at the beginning of each per- 
iod. The first time, it was a mere 
ten lengths (I can finally swim a 
whole length now, after struggling 
unceasingly four years), then more 
and more lengths, until now twenty- 
one lengths is considered child’s play. 

The members must master the sur- 
face dive, should they ever be re- 
quired to recover bodies in deep 
water; they must be able to adapt 
their swimming strokes to life sav- 
ing; they have to know how to swim 
with weight; and they must be able 
to disrobe while in water. These re- 
uirements cover only the first four 
; lessons and, supposedly, have been

When these tests are passed, the 
girls become full-fledged Red Cross

Present Four Tourney Plan 
In Net Eliminations May — 
Be Disearded For Old 





According to the current rumors 
which are circulating in and out of 
Indianapolis, next year’s court elimi- 
nation system will revert back to the 
sectional, regional, and sixteen-team 
final rather than continue with the 
four-tourney method and face the ire 
of aroused coaches. 

Net mentors, some of whom have 
produced state championship court 
clubs, were in somewhat of an anger- 
ed condition at the last meeting of the 
States Coaches’ Association, and it is 
believed such pressure brought about 
by the coaches themselves will force

Gregor Piatigorsky has been 


an artist practically all of his 


life. At the age of fifteen he was first ’cellist of the Imperial 
Opera at Moscow. He was on the way to a brilliant career in 


Russia when the revolution came. 
Piatigorsky, poor and unknown, en-| ~ 


tered in competition for the position of 
first 'cellist with the Berlin Phil- 
harmonic under Purtwaengler — and 
won. His rise was almost meteoric. 
Furtwaengler featured him again and 
again as soloist. Outside engagements 
began to pour in from all sides. His 
fame spread in all directions. Today 
his career has more than justified the 
name he was given as a_boy--the 
“Russian Casals.” 

Piatigorsky is a very large man, 
but in no way does this make him 
awkward on the stage. He handles 
the cello as if it were a mere toy. 
His large hands enable him to cover 
the fingerboard very fluently and to 
play double-stops with unerring ac- 
curacy, 

The first number was “Toccata.” 
composed by Girolamo Frescobaldi, 
The composer wrote a great number 
of toceatas, a form of music used to 
display virtuosity and variety of tone 
touch, which was developed by the

You have been told at what occupations you 
could make the most money, which ones would 
take the least hours, ones of the most responsi- 
bility in comparison with others; but has any- 
one told you that the best job for you is one 
you will be best in no matter how much time it 
takes? Has anyone told you that there is al- 
ways room at the top for one who excells no mat- 
ter how many thousands there are who are 
working along that line? Think it over! 


Is It Time To Boycott Japan? 


In Japan’s “Empire Construction Program” 
her first move must be that of weakening 
America, the world’s greatest industrial nation. 
In doing this, her main objective is the high 
American standard of living. With Japan’s 
coolie labor she can easily say she has much 
more man power at a much cheaper price than 
that at which labor is employed in the U.S. A. 
Her laboring class is not organized under a 
union. It is not organized at all. Neither is it 
a skilled labor class. 

Skill, that is what Japan needs. She needs to 
train her laborers. She needs to give them ma- 
chinery which will equal the machinery of the 
U. S. A. the huge, expensive machines which 
make American industry; super-presses, looms, 
turbines, dynamos; machines that control the 
automobile, clothing, and steel industries; ma- 
chines which were invented by Anglo-Saxons 
and Americans during the industrial revolution; 
the machines that make American industry. 

These machines are valued quite highly by 
American industrialists; they are not anxious to 
sell the machines that make their fortunes— 
the secrets of the nation’s success. 

It is machinery of this type which Japan is 
seeking today; machinery which she can use in 
conjunction with her immense coolie power to 
compete with and undersell the industrial na- 
tions of the world. 

America is reluctant to sell machines of the 
type mentioned, just as reluctant as Aladdin 
would have been to sell his magic Iamp. 

If Japan did get these super machines and 
commenced to outsell America—for instance in 
low priced automobiles—think of what the 
result would be. It would be a knock that would 
rattle the teeth of the American economic 
system. 

An imported Jap microscope—of the same 
type that would cost $20 if manufactured in this 
country—only costs $6.75 or less, retail. In that 
ease think of what it would be like if Japan 
undersold us in automobiles. An $800 car would 
cost about $268! 

There is talk of boycotting Japan—official 
boycotting. Should we or shouldn’t we? When 
short-sighted industrialists show signs of selling 
American super-machines ,to' the Japs—when 
they begin to pave the way for Mongolian Con- 
quest and help to pull up the Rising Sun—then 
is when we should boycott Japan.

Basketball Rules 
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Undergo Changes 


Additional Rest Periods To 
Be Given To Players; 
“Brakes” Applied 


High school net participators are to 
get added resting time according to 
the changes in regulations made by 
the rules committee of the National 
Association of Basketball Coaches 
which met in Chicago April 2-3-4. 

Five time out periods are now to, 
be had instead of the usual four. Rest 
periods between first and second and 
third and fourth quarters are in- 
creased from one minute to two min- 
utes and the officials are instructed 
to call time out in the second and 
fourth quarters if no team has al- | 
ready done so. These are the three! 
“brakes’ ’applied to the tiring, race- 
horse type of play which predominat- 
ed 1937-88 basketball. The mandatory 
rest period which is to be called by| 
the game officials and the extra time 
out period will slow up the play some- 
what and also give the players an 
opportunity for regaining their stam- 
ina, 

Another important prep school rule 
change is the inauguration of the 
“sudden death” overtime regulation. 
This restriction will make the first 
team to score two points in the over- 
time, the winner. If the three-minute 
overtime period is up and only one 
point has been scored, the team lead- 
ing will then be declared victor, In 
addition to this the resting period be- 
tween the regular concluding time 
and the overtime will be increased 
from one to two minutes. 

It is hoped by the Association offic- 
ials that the above changes will re- 
lieve some of the strain on prep 
school competitors and halt, to a cer- 
tain extent, the race horse manner of 
play which has been a constant fea- 
ture of net play the past three 
seasons,

“Leo Nicolaieviteh, don’t you have 
any visions of a political nature, or 
any prophecies on a larger interna- 
tional scale?” he was asked. 

“A good idea!” he exclaimed. “I 
have had some really strange experi- 
ences which I could not publish as fic- 
tion, There is something that has 
haunted me for the past 2 years, I 
don’t know how to explain the nature 
of it to you. 

“IT cannot call it a dream because 
I have seen it often while I have been 
sitting at my writing table. On other 
oceasions it has appeared to me at 
twilight, before my dinner hour. 

“It was as though I were in a 
trance. I cannot write it although I 
may summon it at will,” Tolstoy ex- 
plained, 

“Then, Count Tolstoy, describe the 
scene to me as you see it. I will write 
as you dictate,” offered his inter- 
viewer, 

And that was how Tolstoy’s Pre- 
diction came about. 

That was 1909. Today, 29 years 
later, we look back at the predictions 
and see how they have figuratively 
come about. Tolstoy died a few years 
later. First came the World War. 
Then -came Dictatorship. Perhaps 
Dictatorship, was the “New Napoleon” 
Tolstoy visualized. 

“The end of the great calamity will 
mark a new political era for the Old 
World,” he said. And that is what has 
happened. 

Journalists who take Tolstoy’s 
vision literally can say: “Tolstoy was 
an optimist. Think how long the world 
had looked for a perfect dictator, a 
perfect leader. That is the dream of 
all statesmen.” 


But the predictions of Count Leo 
Tolstoy, the democratic, - energetic 
Russian author who kindled the flame 
of modern literature will certainly 
meet Fate at the half-way mark. 

(The above text of Count Leo Tol- 
stoy’s predictions came from an ob- 
secured publication of the early 1920's. 
While it was written specifically for 
the personal use of Excellency, Kaiser 
Wilhelm.)

Count Leo Nikolaeivich Tolstoy, 
famous Rusian novelist and social re- 
former was born in 1828. He was of 
sturdy peasant stock, and became a 
writer as his father before him had 
been. While he wrote he worked in 
the fields and lived a simple life. 
Later in life he authored the reyolu- 
tionary movement. His two most 
famous books were Anna Karenina, 
and War and Peace, although during 
his long life he wrote dozens of books 
and novels: He died in 1910. And, in 
reality, 1914 was the year the great 
conflict which he spoke of commenced. 
We are living through the period for 
which he predicted. We shall see how 
true his predictions were. 

The mark left by Leo Tolstoy upon 
modern literature will forever be re- 
membered for he was its father.

Digest look like a mouse to an el 
eat his best liked cooly — a sort of 
wafer with a flimsy brown filling — 
after a visit to the Anatomy School at 
Indiana University. It was a dismal 
failure. 

Perhaps the best anatomy school in 
the United States is situated in that 
cluster of educational centers which 
comprise I. U, At least it is rated thus 
trom the National Medical Associa- 
tion, although there is a dispute hay- 
ing for its grounds that Hervard has 
a better one. But that is irrelevant— 
let us proceed into the interior of this 
school, 

Mr. Reed, who is one of several 
anatomists in charge of this new 
constructed building, conducted you 
author and several Bloomington lid 
through the labs and operating roomé 
which hide behind the otherwise closed 
doors. On the roof were found cages 
for some hundred or more active dogs 
who in their play bark so loud that 
many of the inhabitants think up ali 
kinds of torture for those poor inno 
cent dogs. In fact as many a dog as 
has been sliced on that slicing table 
never a one has barked. Not that they 
can take it but that they are carefully 
given ether. In some cages of another 
room were seen hundreds of pigeons. 
rabbits, turtles, frogs, and white rats, 
Some of the animals had been given 
cancer and the effects visible were not 
pleasing although they were interest- 
ing. Most of the animals were healthy 
and scrutinized their visitors from 
head to toe upon our advent. Others, 
the less fortunate, lay in the bottom 
of their cages waiting for the clean- 
up man to come and dispose of their 
remains. 

The lab in which experiments are 
performed is as clean and sanitary 
and modernly equipped as any that 
are in use for human beings, It is a 
small room filled with modern machin- 
ery and instruments—sharp and very 
delicate knives. 

The most interesting and atmos- 
pheric room in this school is that on 
in which they disect human bodies. 
About twenty steel casks are distrib- 
uted evenly around this room to give 
the students elbow room. Upon each 
cask is a lock. Howeyer, with a Jittle 
turn of the key Mr. Reed revealed to 
us the content. The reporter expected 
sumpin’ awful, but all he saw was a 
pair of human legs with the muscles 
and ligaments disintegrated so that 
long strands of muscle literally grew 
on the bone like limbs on a tree. The 
fiesh hada dark brown, baked turkey 
hue which was due to the preservine 
chemicals. It was a gory spectre nev- 
ertheless. Some nine human skeletons 
looked out from their glass coffins and 
added that family touch to this cozy 
room. 

Tt was learned that the human skel- 
eton is a very delicate affair and that 
it is an art alone to prepare a skeleton 
for the public eye. As might be ex- 
pected, the question was popped to 
Mr. Reed as to the odors emanating 
from the bodies — it really doesn’t 
smell so bad—and it was learned that 
the most complete and efficient air 
conditioning system in Indiana exists 
in this school, 

The students who take anatomy be- 
gin with a complete corpse. They be- 
gin cutting up the thorax, head, and 
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lephant. He vainly attempted to 





so forth, and well, the legs are the 
last-on the menu. However, a p2ek 
into the preserving room a little later 
showed forth enough thoraxes, heads, 
and so forth to fulfill every. desire. 
While in this human dissecting room, 
our group was surprised to see two 
ministers walk in, and like us, exam- 
ine everything and asl questions. 

Next on the day's card was the 
freezing room or preserving room. Mr. 
Reed opened the door and there laying 
on the cold moist floor were two dead 
men. 

Gulp! Your auchor hesitated to 
enter these unweleome surroundings 
but he noticed the stern countenances 
of his newly made acquaintances, so 
he shrugged his shoulders and enter- 
ed, He was so interested in the re- 
mains of a man who had evidently 
been in an automobile accident, that 
he slmost stepped on the nude remains 
of a nogro man on the floor before 
him, Gulp again! In the freezer, some- 
thing like a morgue container, were 
broken off pieces recognizable as be- 
longing to the human genus. They 
freeze bodies before dissecting, thus 
making the job a much more pleasant 
one. It’s very hard to use the word 
pleasant here. 

In a room across the hall is where 
the residue is put after the students 
have done their work. Around the wall 
of this 50 foot in length room, are con- 
tainers resembling the deep pockets 
for water in our filtration plant. In 
these are chemicals and discernable 
through the chemicals are the muti- 
lated parts, bones, eyes, and wabbly 
pieces of flesh. On the top of each 
container’s chemicals is a slight film 
of sickening matter. Body pieces are 
kept in this room for several years. 
The chemicals do a good job of pre- 
serving. 

The Indiana Anatomy School is one 
of the few schools which has a collec- 
tion of body cross section parts. Pre- 
served in glass the cross sections from 
the ankle to the neck are on display. 
The individual whose unfortunate re- 
mains have thus been dispelled was a 
victim of the electric chair, and later 
an electric saw. In a cross section of 
the stomach was seen the man’s last 
meal. We could even tell you what he 
had eaten, because he hadn’t evident- 
ly thoroughly devoured that last meal 
on that last evening, but then that’s 
geting technical, 

A volume could be written on that 
new Anatomy School, but we have 
only one point to say. That is, be not 
indisposed toward the great study of 
anatomy, because of these descrip- 
tions. Anatomy has done a great deal 
for mankind, and, regardless of its 
nature, such work has to be done, 

Your reporter, however, breathed 
freer when he was once again out 
from beneath those mysterious wails, 
inhaling fresh air and having only 
trees looking down on him and not the 
inquiring eyes of the gory dead.

If held to com- 
pletion, the scholarship pays $1,000 
on a graduated scale of $75 a semes- 
ter the first year; $100 a semester for 
the sophomore year; $125 a semester 
for the junior year;-and $175 for the

In 1917 Indiana University estab- 
lished a division of its work in Fort 
Wayne for the benefit of high school 
graduates who wished to continue 
their education here at home. The en- 
rollment grew from year to year until 
the present enrollment is 1,223 pupils. 

University extension work in Fort 
Wayne makes it possible to obtain 
two years of college in the following 
subjects:' Business Administration, 
Medicine, Teacher Training, Nursing, 
Dentistry, Social Work, and general 
college work. One may also study a 
year of Music, Home Economies, 
Physical. Education, and. Purdue. En- 
gineering. 

The pupil can save money by, doing 
the extension work, as the average 
cost is from $150 to $170 while the 
average college is at least three times 
as much. 

There are thirty-eight instructors 
on the staff.

Historic Pageant 
Will Visit City 
Fort Wayne Will Celebrate 


Ordinance Of 1787 On 
May 18 


A pageant commemorating the 
passage of the Ordinance of 1787 and 
‘the establishment of the Northwest 
Territory will be held in Fort Wayne 
on May 18. 

One of the most spectacular fea- 
tures of the entire program began 
December 3, 1937, at Ipswich, Massa- 
chusetts. A company of thirty-six 
carefully selected young men started 
from there to travel to Marietta, Ohio, 
the first settlement of the Ohio Com- 
pany pioneers in the old Northwest 
Territory. This company of young 
men is traveling by ox team and cov- 
ered wagon, and is following the orig- 
imal trail of the pioneers as nearly 
as possible. In March the party 
built flat boats on the Youghiagheny 
viver and traveled down the Ohio riy- 
sr to Marietta, where they landed 
April 7. Here they presented a pag- 
eant, dealing with the historic events 
being commemorated. 

There will be no charge for the 
pageant. Because of its historic value 
the local and state committees, ap- 
pointed to co-operate with the na- 
tional committee, urge the attendance 
of all school children as well as adults. 

Home room teachers have been 
asked to spend enough time with their 
pupils on the history of the Northwest 
Territory and the Ordinance of 1787 
during the week preceding the arrival 
of the caravan in Fort Wayne to as- 
sure an adequate background for a 
proper understanding and apprecia 
tion of the pageant on the part of the 
students.

On the Pro side of the question we 
have no less an authority than Jim 
Walley. Jim put his affirmation of 
this steady business this way, “IJ 
fully realize that going steady in high 
school, sometimes does prevent one 
from meeting a large number of peo- 
ple.

* steps to stamp out this menace, White 
Russian, anti-Semitic, and Fascistic 
propaganda seepage became so strong 
that the government was actually re- 
quired to weed out certain guilty 
aliens who were polluting whole bat- 
talions with their nefarious workings. 
All these things have taken place 
within the last 12 months, and the 
general public as yet does not know 
about them, 

The bunds say their purpose is to 
“promote Americanism.” So did the 
notorious Black Legion. Americanism 
can be generally defined as “Freedom 
of speech, press, and religion,” or per- 
haps “a government of the people, by 
the people, and for the people.” All 
autocratic governments (rooting from 
socialistic: Communism, Fascism, and 
Nazism) have exactly the opposite 
convictions. There is no such thing as 
freedom of speech, press, and religion; 
or government of the people, by the 
people, and for the people. It is rather 
the NATION than the people that the 
government is for. Professors of 
Demoeracy could neyer do the things 
over there that professots of Social- 
ism do over here. It would mean im- 
mediate execution. 

Wow can a person ‘support two con- 
tradictory governments at the same 
time without betraying one? It can’t 
be done. 

‘It is impossible for the government 
to halt the activities of the bunds, for 
many of them are harmless, so it is 
the business of the AMERICAN pub- 
lic as a majority to keep their minds 
absolutely clear and free from preju- 
dice. (True Americans do not believe 
our nation can be intimidated the way 
whole European nations have allowed 
themselves to become.) 

We, the people, must remain loyal 
to the government whose flag we 
were born under and whose flag has 
protected us, and not to the govern- 
ment from whence our ancestors emi- 
grated.

Take It From One who Knows 


Radiols R eally A Silly Hobby 





‘fake it from ene who has passed through the whole rigmarole, 
radio is one of the silliest hobbies that ever originated. I have 
siudied the subject from beginning to end, and found exactly 
what is what and why is why with it. 


Radio as a racket was first thought 
of by a group of promoters some 15 
yea:s ago, and has sprung into one of 
the most expansive wholesale gyps) 
that ever sucked the material for its 
life blood from an unsuspecting pub- 
lic.

Named Outstanding Mem- 
bers Of Indiana Audu- 
bon Society 





Dr. 0. B. Christy Is Present 
Prexy Of State Bird 
Organization 





The Indiana Audubon Society has 
many prominent and interesting mem- 
bers, among whom are Dr. Stanley 
Coulter, who for many years was 
professor of botany and Dean of the 
School of Seience at Purdue Univer- 
sity. While a student at Hanover 
College, he and his brother, John 
Merle Coulter, with one or two others, 
who also became prominent scientists, 
spent all of their leisure time collect- 
ing plants in the vicinity of Hanover. 

Immediately after graduation from 
Hanover College, he was commission- 
ed by the Russian Government to 
collect plants for the Museum of St. 
Petersburg. Not only is he a great 
botanist, but also a great naturalist. 
He was president of the Indiana 
Audubon Society for eight years. 

M. L. Fisher, known as Dean Fish- 
er, is Dean of Men at Purdue Univer- 
sity. He is one of the leading 
ornithologists of Indiana. He served 
as president of the bird organization 
during the years of 1919, 1920, and 
1921. t 

Mr. Alden H, Hadley served as 
president during the years of 1922 
and 1923, For several years, he has 
been Director of Education in the Na- 
tional Association of Audubon 
Societies. 

Frank C, Evans is a prominent 
business man of Crawfordsville. On a 
bluff of Sugar Creek he has a beauti- 
ful home surrounded by a tract of 
land which is a wild life sanctuary. 
Here Mr. Evans maintains pools 
stocked with rainbow trout, beaver 
ponds and an aviary for rare birds. 

Mr. S. E. Perkins, II, is a lecturer 
for the National Association of Audu- 
bon Societies and is the author of 
many articles on bird life. 

Dr. Earl Books of Noblesville has 
served as president for nine years 
and is now editor of the yearbook of 
the Indiana Audubon Society. Last 
year as president, he effected a re- 
organization of the Society, Under 
the new plan the state is divided into 
nine districts and members in each 
district constitute a division of the 
Indiana Audubon Society. The first 
division to be organized was the 
Stockbridge Chapter Northeast Dis- 
triet. 

Dr. O. B. Christy, the present presi- 
dent, is Professor of Botany and Head 
of the Science Department of Ball 
State Teachers’ College, at Muncie. 
About 25 acres of the 60 acre campus 
is a sanctuary for birds and flowers. 
Dr. Christy was the chief promoter 
of this haven for wild life.

John Audubon’s Name 
Lives Chrough Ages 
To Title Nature Club 


Audubon Societies are organizations 
of bird lovers who work to educate 
public opinion to a proper apprecia- 
tion and protection of bird life. The 
societies are named for John James 
Fougere Audubon. 

John Audubon was born in Santo 
Domingo in April, 1785. At an early 
age he showed an absorbing interest 
in all living things, especially birds, a 
fondness which remained with him 
throughout his life, 

He was educated in France and 
studied drawing for some time. He 
later settled near Philadelphia, and 
then went West where it was his 
great pleasure to wander about the 


woods and watch his feathered 
friends. He had spent much time in 
sketching birds, and studying their 
habits, and from 1827-1838 he pub- 
lished a series of 1,065 colored figures 
of American birds in a work, “The 
Birds of America,” which still holds 
its place as one of the most attractive 
and beautiful ornithologies of the 
world. Audubon did not institute a 
movement for the preservation of 
birds, for in his day much of the 
country was wild, and there seemed 
to be no danger that birds would ever 
hecome extinct; but his genuine love 
for them justifies the naming of the 
Audubon Society for him, 

The first meeting of the Indiana 
Audubon Society was held at Indian- 
apolis on April 26, 1898, but it was 
not until about ten years later that 
the National Association of Audubon 
Societies was organized. This group 
has for its aims the following: 

To arouse public appreciation of the 
beauty and economic value of wild 
life, and to stimulate action to pre- 
serve ‘and protect it. 

To preserve an adequate breeding 
stock of all native wild life, for the 
enjoyment and material benefit of 
mankind. 

To preserve environmental cOndi- 
tions of ample food, water, and cover, 
on the maintenance of which wild life 
is dependent for survival. 

To fix guardianship responsibility 
on Pederal, state, or competent pri- 
vate agencies and to safeguard all 
species threatened with extinction.

Death &nds Great Career 
Of Dr. George Bird Grinnell 





May 11 marked the end of a great career for Dr. George Bird 


Grinnell, founder of the first Audubon Society, author and 
naturalist. Dr. Grinnell for many years was chairman of the 
National Parks Council and succeeded Herbert Hoover as presi- 


dent of the National Parks Associa- 
tion. 

Dr. Grinnell was a trustee of the 
New York Zoological Society from 
its beginning. The present site of 
the zoological park in the Bronx was 
selected by Dr. Grinnell. He discov- 
ered the Grinnell Glacier and led the 
movement which resulted in the pro- 
tection of Yellowstone National Park 
by legislation. 

A member of the Cosmos Club of 
Washington, Dr. Grinnell also belong- 
ed to the Union, University Century, 
Authors, and Explorers Clubs of New 
York City. At his death he was the 








oldest member of the Union Club. He 
was a trustee of the Hisponie Society 
of America,.the National Association 
of Audubon Societies and the New 
York Zoological Society; a fellow of 
the American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science, American Eth- 
onatogical Society, American Geo- 
graphica) Society, American Museum 
of Natural History, American Ornith- 
ologists Union, American Society of 
Mammalogists, and a member of the 
New York Academy of Sciences. 

Dr. Grinnell died at the age of 88 
at his home in New York City. 
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Too much reckless driving by North Siders 
has resulted in complaints and an increased 
number of traffic cops in this part of the town.

Field Trip Made - 


Audubon Society Sponsors Jaunt 
For View Of Different 
Kinds Of Birds 


Audubon Society, a very popular 
bird club, sponsored a trip during 
which they sought birds. The super- 
visors of the trip were Mr. Howard 
H. Michaud, Frank Johnson and 
Frank Ebersole. The hike started at 
\ Lake Everett, which is twelve miles 
west of the city. The lake was frozen 
over. The hikers were on foot and 
went east and north along the lake, 
following a small creek also three 
miles west of the lake along the Hel 
River. The hikers started on Decem- 
per 24, at 8 a. m, and kept going un- 
til, 4 p. m. There was a heavy fog 
and the ground was bare. A moderate 
southwest wind was blowing. When 
the hikers started the temperature 
was 32 degrees, while on the return 
it was 39 degrees. The trip was about 
ten miles in length. 

Some of the birds seen were: One 
duck hawk, 13 bob-white, 1 herring 
gull, 1 flicker, 12 hairy woodpeckers, 
19 downy woodpeckers, 11 horned 
lark, 31 blue jay, 18 crow, 217 tree 
sparrows, 9 song sparrows, 24 black- 
eapped chickdee, 49 tufted titmouse, 
16 white-breasted nuthatch, 9 brown- 
ereeper, 2 Carolina wrens, 1 catbird, 
1 golden crowned kinglet, 6 starling, 
250 house sparrows, 76 cardinals, 9 
goldfinch, 126 slate colored junco. 

The total species was 23, the total 
individuals were 897. The duck hawk 
was observed in flight at 50 feet, It 
was identified definitely a8 a falcon 
by its long, pointed wings and long, 
narrow tail. Its large size was par- 
ticularly noted. 

Mr. Breeze also announced that the 
most important bird hike taken was 
the one for obtaining the Christmas 
Bird Census. For several years this 
has been taken by Mr. Howard 
Michaud, biology instructor at North

AutoBicycle 
Wrecks Increase 


Sergeant Dunifon Blames 
Aceidents To Carelessness 
Of Cyclists 


Twenty-five automobile and bicycle 
accidents have occurred in Fort 
Wayne since January, 1938, causing 
injury to nineteen riders and many 
dollars’ worth of property damage. It 
es been discovered that eight of 
these riders have received broken legs 
due to carelessness on the part of the 
bieyele rider, such as riding without 
lights, bad brakes, two on a bicycle, 
failing to stop for traffic lights and 
stop signals, hitching rides, and the 
like. 

Sergeant Custer A. Dunifon of the 
Board of Public Safety, in his appeal 
to lessen the number of accidents, has 
listed the following rules to be ob- 
served while bicycle riding: 

First, to obey all traffic regula- 
tions such as traffic lights, stop signs, 
and hand signals. 

Second, to vide in a straight line, 
single file, and not weave in and out 
of a line of traffic. 

Third, to have a white light on the 
front and a red reflector, four inches 
in diameter, on the reAr. 

Fourth, to give proper hand signals 
when turning. 

Vifth, to give the pedestrians the 
right of way. 

Sixth, look out for cars at crossings 
and those pulling out of parking 
places. 

Seventh, do not hitch rides on ve- 
hicles. 

Eighth, do not carry another per- 
son on your bicycle, 

Ninth, keep your bicycle in good 
condition. 

Tenth, always ride carefully.

The English language is 
tense and unpretty as it is, but when 
Americans get hold of it, and espe- 
cially we mid-westerners, it is mur- 
dered, That is one reason why it is 
hard for us to understand one another.

When American singers show up in 
foreign voice culture studios, the first 
thing their teachers tell them to do is 
to attempt to lose the horrible tense- 
ness of throat that shatters operatic 
pieces. They are told to say “Blah, 
blah, blah” over and over until they 
feel the tenseness leaving. That is 
the same reason why many American 
singers, especially high baritones and 
tenors, who have to strain to reach 
the high notes, sing with a Latin pro- 
nunciation to their vowels—ah, aye, 
ee, oh, 00, instead of tight aye, ee, eye, 
ow, oo, And it leaves the singing 
with a better sound.

A long series of misfortunes, which 
have constantly hampered North 
Side’s 1938 track contingent, reached 
a new high for a grand climax last 
Saturday as the fast stepping Red- 
skins were forced to compete on a 
sloppy, mud-soaked track at Butler 
stadium, Indianapolis, for a thinly 
clad’s highest honor in Indiana: the 
state track and field championship. 
The rain which had soaked the track 
thoroughly Friday night began to fall 
again as the finals of the annual meet 
began and it was under these cireum- 
stances that Hammond’s Wildcats 
copped the 1988 crown with a 29% 
point total with our Redskin thinlies 
winding up in second place with 25 
tallies. The driving rain which con- 
tinued throughout the afternoon pre- 
vented the establishment of any new 
marks but even with a mire of mud 
and stretches of water two and three 
inches deep as handicaps, the prep 
school competitors reeled off surpris- 
ingly fast times. The attendance at 
the meet was small because of the 
weather but the band of onlookers 
who braved the elements saw a truly 
great show. 

For Hammond it was a fitting con- 
clusion to one of the finest athletic 
years an Indiana high school has ever 
experienced. The Wildcats’ great grid 
team was regarded unofficially as 
state football champs last fall, their 
net team copped the runner-up post 
in the I. H..S. A. A, basketball elim- 
inations, and now the coveted cinder 
path diademy, symbolic of the finest 
in Indiana prep school track and field 
competition, rests in their well filled 
trophy case. 

North Side entrants suffered an 
early blow to their championship 
aspirations when Dick Regedanz, 
husky Red field ace, failed to qualify 
in either of his specialties, the broad 
jump and shot put. Regedanz’s 
efforts in the morning qualifying 
rounds were just short of the neces- 
sary marks, and this proved to be a 
big disappointment to Redskin sup- 
porters, who had figured on Regedanz 
for at least two if not three points. 
Norman Potts, broad jump entrant, 
and Johnny Beams, high stick leaper, 
were other Northerners who failed to 
register good enough marks for final 
competition, Their performances, how- 
ever, had not been in Regedanz’s 
class and consequently were not dis- 
turbing. 

Easily the class of the field was 
North Side’s half mile relay team 
which romped home in the second race 
well ahead of their nearest rival. Run- 
ning in the final event of the day and 
realizing that even a first position 
would not give them the championship 
they hoped to cart home, this quartet 
of Reds braved the downpouring 
wrath of Jupe Pluvius and sloshed 
their way to the tape for ten points 
and their final 25 point total. 

Despite the fact that they received 
a slight break in being placed in the 
slower mile relay race, North Side’s 
classy aggregation ran second to 
Technical of Indianapolis quartet with 
the weather again responsible for a 
below par performance. 

Ross Leakey, one. of the state’s 
eratk milers, found the mud a little 
too much of a handicap for his slight 
frame and wound up third in the 
latter of the two mile runs, This 
plave tacked three points to the Red 
tally card but, had the proper weather 
conditions prevailed, Leakey undoubt- 
edly could have shown his heels to the 
best of the pack. Circumstances are 
the same in the case of Don Kemp, 
North Side’s great middle distance 
entrant, who trailed in third in the 
second edition of the 880-yard run. 
Given a dry track Kemp probably 
would have blasted the daylights out 
of the present state record but it just 
wasn’t to be that way. é 

Gene Sutherly ran true ‘to form 
and finished fifth, as previously ex- 
pected, in the first 440-yard run but 
Allan Wyss, who has trimmed South- 
erly, his teammate on numerous. 0c- 
casions, failed to garner a position, 
running out of the money. 

The winning half mile relay team, 
Cowan, Flickinger, Green, and Or- 
miston, contributed 10 tallies to the 
Reds’ 25 total while the mile relay! 
group (Wyss, Fruechtenicht, Royer, 
and Miller) counted 8.

especially, in terms of drunken driv- 
ers, and, in many cases, of women 
drivers. Concerning these topics of the 
day, there are many things to be men- 
tioned. 

In the first place, we often wonder 
if there is something mentally wrong 
with a person who comes careening 
madly around a curve of the highway, 
driving in the center of the road and 
not paying any attention to whether 
there are cars coming from the oppo- 
site direction. Most people think that 
there is, and that such persons should 
be locked up in some kind of an insti- 
tution where they will not be able to 
menace the lives of the population any 
longer. Oftentimes these people are in- 
toxicated; therefore they are absolute- 
ly in no condition to be driving an 
automobile or whatever they happen 
to be operating at the time, Persons 
who are found in such a predicament 
should have their operator’s license 
taken from them for the rest of their 
lifetimes and should have an extreme- 
ly heayy fine imposed upon them, say 
many people, and I agree with this 
plan, which would probably effect a 
very quick cure of this impending 
danger, This practice is being carried 
out in certain localities at the present 
time to see how much good it does, and 
those who are in charge of doing the 
same, have reported quite favorable 
results, We all hope that something 
will occur very soon to stop this daily 
butchering of our fellow citizens and 
killing of our relatives and dearest 
friends. 

Second arises the problem of what 
to do to prevent these horrible traffic 
accidents from happening. Matters 
would have been helped a lot if liquor 
had never been manufactured, or, with 
conditions as they were in 1932, 
liquor had never shown a come- 
back into the life of the citizens. This 
would have aided the cause noticeably 
as over fifty per cent of the automo- 








miles per hour. The police are clamp- 
ing down on the enforcement of the 
traffic ordinances to doctor the second 
thing listed, and the campaign to rid 
the roads of old model cars and unfit 
vehicles, and the law that compels 
drivers to take a test of their driving 
ability before their license is issued, is 
helping considerably toward fixing up 
the third instance mentioned. 

The other problem arising in mod- 
ern motor traffic is that of whether or 
not women should be allowed to oper- 
ate motor-driven vehicles. After con- 
ducting numerous investigations and 
giving a large number of tests, most 
people think that the average woman 
is not fit to operate a car. However, 
they decided that a large number of 
the total of women that operate auto- 
mobiles at present are quite capable 
drivers, especially those that seldom 
find necessity to drive on the high- 
ways, and whose driving is confined 
to the city where ‘it is not necessary 
to drive at a very high rate of speed. 
In finding out these facts, a group of 
persons at Harvard University have 
been doing research work on the sub- 
ject for several years, They have giv- 
en various sorts of women tests of 
every description, examinations check- 
ing their reactions while driving, and 
examples of many kinds of emergen- 
cies. They found out that. a woman’s 
mind is almost twice as slow at react- 
ing occurrences such as a_ stalled 
car on the road, a tire blow-out, or a 
person in the road, as a man’s is. Per- 
sons claim that as women are more of 
the nervous type than men, that when 
there is an emergency, a woman “goes 
to pieces” whereas a man does not.
